Somehow the ignored sheet still appears 
weekly ; and your obedient servant noticed 
from year to year that the abstract of the 
County auditors’ report is regularly,published 
in one or more of the other county local pa- 
pers. He was acquainted with the faot, also, 
that the Council set apart the sum ef $12 to 
pay for such insertion, He obseryed, too, that 
the abstract filled a space in the brother-pr:n- 
ter’s columns which, at the regular rates for 
transient advertisements would be just about 
the $12, but that, in orderto thus give $12 
worth for $12, the report had to be set in 
very large type, and spread out with much 
fat,” giving it the appearance of a “‘display”’ 
advertisement, It was quite evident that the 
abstract, set in ‘‘solid nonpareil,”” as the 
News-Arqus sets its transient advertisements, 
would cover a space at the rate pertransients, 
worth about $6 or $5.

New Yor, Jan. 31—Fiames were dis- 
covered at 10:10 this morning in the blook 


bounded by Park row, Beekman, Spruco 
and Nassau Streets, The New York Times 
and the old World buildings are in this 


block, and the post-oflice is on tho opposit 
sido of Park row. The flames spread with 
great rapidity. Several people jumped 
from tho upper windows snd others escaped 
by Inddors. At 11 o'clock the Times and 
old World buildings.were in flames. Tho 
new ten-atory building of E, Kolley, which 
was to be occupied by the Nassau bank on 
May 1, is also in flames, 

In about an hour from the time of the 
fire breaking out in the old World building 
the walls on Park Row fell, 

The colored janitross in the World build- 
ing, Ellen Ball, jumped from the story 
next to the top to the pavement, and is 
probably fatally injured. Her husband is 
missing. One woman got out of a window 
on a ledge of capstoneand jumped, Her 
clothing caught on fire as she went down 
through the flames. The fireman brought 
down three inmates from the same build- 
ing. At five minutes past eleven the post 
office roof was amoking, and all the employ- 
ees were fighting the flames, drenching the 
building with water, no hose being able to 
reach the building. The old Mail office, 
corner of Beeknam street and Park row, 
formerly Lovejoy’s hotel, is uow in flames. 
It is ocoupied by the Rural New Yorker and 
numerous small offices, and stands next to 
Jay Gould’s new building, now occupied 
by the World. 

Latrer.—The Times building is safe, 
The fire broke out on the first floor of the 
New York Belting Packing Company's 
building, and spread with great rapidity. 
Engines and ladders were slow in reaching 
the scene. The tep floors ot the burned 
buildings were occupied by various mano- 
facturers and by weekly newspapers, which 
employed womerm as compositors, Six 
floors of building 360x370 were honey- 
combed with law, patent, and newspaper 
oftices, from which there were but two or 
three long flighta of nerrow stairs permit- 
ting escape, and these channels were early 
choked up with stifling smoke. Five 
minutes after the fire started the entire 
building seemed to be in flames, The in- 
mates rushed for the staira and windows, 
and many jumped from the second floors to 
the ground. A young girl, cut off from 
the stairs, jamped from a fourth atory 
window and was killed. Her head was 
crushed almost beyond recognition. A 
colored woman jumped from a third story 
window and was badly hurt, On the upper 
floors men were seen holding the hands of 
women, and evidently encouraging them to 
calmness. Three women ran on the roof 
and fell through the skylight of one of the 
northern buildings. Two men hung from 
window sills hy their finger-ends, and the 
ladders were too short to reach them ; they 
were saved by the firemen mounting on one 
another's shoulders until the men could 
drop into their arm. Several people de- 
scended by a telegraph pole. A boy leaped 
from a fifth story, and the wire broke his 
fall ; he was not dangerously hurt, Several 
men were saved by jumping down on the 
awning of an express wagon. A boot-black 
seeing some men entangled in the telegraph 
wires, climbed a pole and cut the wires, 
releasing them from their critical position. 

The building was crowded with employ- 
eos,and very few could escape by the 
stairways. Some of the occupants of the 
burned building were the Scientific Ameri- 
can, Scottish American Journal, Turf Field 
and Farm, Thompson's Bank Note and 
Commercial Reporter. The following ad- 
vertising agents: S. M. Pettingill & Oo., 
Jno. Phillips & Od., Chas. Meyer & Oo,, 
J. Walter Thompson, Levi A. Desbrow, 
and Leander H. Oralle. The office of 
Forest and Stream, E. R. Bright Oo,’s 
Examiner and Uhronicle, Manufacturer and 
Builder and New Yorker, Belletrische’s 
Jowrnal are in Park row, which was con- 
siderably damaged. The flames were 
finally confined to Beekman street and 
Park row: The roof of the Z'imes building 
inthe same block was on fire several 
times, A vaognt huilding across the atroct, 
lately occupied bythe Lvening Mail, was 
badly damaged. 

lt was stated that a gray haired woman 
was seon in the fourth story of the World 
building appealing for help. The flames 
raged about her,igniting her clothes, She 
fell back into the flames, and no doubt 
was burned to death. 

There were probably 1.00 persons in the 
burned building, which belonged to Mr, 
Potter,President of the Singer Sewing Ma- 
chine Company. It was old, filled with 
wooden partitions, and the stairs wore dry 
as tinder, The fire is supposed to be dup 
to the carelessness of workmen in the ele- 
vator shaft, The fire spread as ifa spark 
were dropped into a powder magazine, 
Richard Tracy and Robert Bonie, printers, 
wore both fatally hurt. 

Ellen Osrey, employed at the top floor 
in a bindery, jumped into a woll hole with 
another girl and escaped with a few bruises. 
She fears sixteen of hor companions perish- 
ed. Cashier Gwynnell, of Pottingill’s 
office, was last seen locking tho safe, and it 
is feared he became a victim to the flames. 
The man who escaped by clinging to the 
sill of a fourth story window was A. F, 
Roberts, employed in the office of the 
patent agents, Col. Bruce, editor of the 
Lurf, Kield and Farm, is badly burned 
about the hands and slightly in the face 
He cacaped by crawling along the signs to 
the Times building. Rev. Edward Prime, 
of the Observer, escaped in the same manner 
as Bruce, 

The loss of life is estimated all tho way 
from five to fifty. The search for the bodies 
in interfored with by the dangerous condi 
tion of the walls.

Tho late convention of bee-keepors hold at 
Usion, of whos» procoodings we give a sum- 
mary, Was of particular intorest to boe-koop- 
ors. 

Experionsts with comb foundation, was 
takou fp. ‘Tho remarks of Mr, Root sooned 
tewopens very, profitable disoussion, » He 
claimed that tbo uso of comb fonadation was 
Ho ueéary to the thorough bee-keoper. He 
Gimitted that much of the foundation sold 
wa) adulterated, and the object must bo to 
got that most fre from adulterating sub- 
ntancos, 

Mr. Bacon agreed with the remarks of Mr, 
Root, but did not think (hat a heavy fouuda- 
tion was advisable, 

Mr, Dickiogon argued in favor of » hoavy 
foundation for the brood chamber, and a light 
foundation for surplus boxes. Mr. Locke 
testified that a foundation for the brood 
chomber should measure six foot to the 
pound, 

Io reply to a yuestion of Mr. Betsinger as 
to whether one could detect the adultera*ion 
of wax with ceresin or parffine, Mr, Van 
Dousen said that unless there was consider. 
able adulteration, he couldnot, That gentle- 
muan also stated that fouadations ten or eleven 
feet to the pound was advisable for surplus 
boxes. He exhibited specimens of founda. 
Hon, partly drawn out on the flat-bottom

Secretary House also exhibited samples of 
pure foundation, wax mixed with parffine and 
wax corosip, and parffioe and coresin, The 
discussion was further contioued, all taking 
part, and consequently much of importance 
and interest was given.

THE BEST MEANS OF RAISING QUEENS 


was the title of the essay of the morning writ- 
ten by W. J. Davis of Youngville, Pa., and 
read by Secretary House, 

The essayist. began by paying a high com- 
pliwent to Mr, Qainby, the pioneer of praoti- 
cal and scientific bee culture, He then asserted 
that the queen bee is the main-spring of the 
hive, and consequently, the highest exvellence 
should be devéloped. The fist trait that 
should be fostered, is! Vigor, str hand 
power of endurance; the second is uty ; 
the thirdis longevity. The queen that lays 
the greatest amount of eggs in a given time, is 
oot always desirable, © fourth trait that 
should be fostered is gontlenees or amiability 
of temper. Every consideration’ of wisdom, 
poaco and comfort makes this trait an impor- 
tantone, Vigorous, long-lived queens cannot 
be reared outside the swarming season, 
and no interference of man can produce better 
queens than the old-fashioned way of natural 
swarmicg, provided the swarming colonies 
are of the typeindicated, In selovting aqucen 
mother, the extremes of life should be avoid- 
ed. We should not breed from a queen less 
than one or more than three years old. Pro- 
bably the best ageisthe summer that the 
mother bee is two yearsold. This hypothesis 
may be submitted, that the continued breeding 
of queens from youvy queens will stimulate to 
excessive breeding at the expense of vigor, 
longevity and honvy-storing qualities, 

The casay was attentively listened to and 
the xeaotiments were in the main cordially en- 
dorsed. ‘The discussion was opened by ask- 
ing the question whether there was any law 
against Keeping bées in incorporated towns or 
cities, In reply to this question, Mr. House 
gave an insiavce ofa mau keeping bees in 
Syracuse, who wae driven from the city by 
the authorities on account of ‘his ewarms 
being a public nuisance, and Mr, King of 
New York ridiculed that idea, and gaye. in- 
stances of his bees, which are kept in a build- 
ing in Park Placu, New York, swarming on 
an Italian stond at the corner: f Park Place 
and Broadway, It was an object of curiosity, 
and not only was it not considered a nuis- 
ance, but he received the beat advertisement 
that he ever obtained. The papers took ae 
the mstterand the incident was ciroala 
widely, 

WINTERING BBES; 


Tifs secretary read the president's annual 
address on wintering bees, 

As soon as possible after the honey season 
has closed, I ex«mine my bees thoroughly and 
sos what condition they are ia for the coming 
wioter, Iam particularly careful to see that 
they are atrong in bees, for I consider that 
very essential to success, I find that it is 
poor policy to attempt to winter weak stocks. 
If they sre too weak Imake them strong by 
uniting early, until they are all strong. If 
any are queenloss, now isthe time to supply 
them, as wo can use the surplus queens for 
that purpose. Thore is no difficulty in unitio 
this time of the year if we give them a thoroug 
amoking, so that they may all havothe same 
scent and fill themselves with honey. In 
uniting, the hive that is lett empty should be 
removed from the stand, and then the bees 
will not return, My next care is to see that 
they are well supplied with stores for winter, 
They should have from 20to 25. pounds af 
good capped honey to be tafe, ] foed the 
light by taking frames of honey from those 
that bave nore than they need, aa itis a vory 
dasy mattor to make them all safo in this 
reapeot. If thoy are short of stores feed 
sevon parte loaf sugar to four of water, put- 
ting it into tia dishes, oblong in shape, They 
may be mado to hold six or eight pounds, 
Put a tioat of wood in the dish. Food on top 
of fined chambor, until they haye sufliciont 
stores for wintor use, My next oare is to re- 
move oomba from the brood ohamber until the 
boos fill all:the combs that aro loft, Iuse the 
now Quimby hive, and winter thom in from 
five to #ix frames, Stooks that do not fill five 
frames I do not consider strong onough toa 
winter well. I unhook tho frames from the 
bottom board, and hook them on a frame that 
raises them just an inch from the bottom of 
the hive, I pot thom at right angles to tho 
poaition they ocoupy in summor, as this allows 
mo to completely surround them with tho 
paoking, which consiste of dry pine planio 
mil] shavings. I then cover my framos wit) 
picocs of heavy hop baling, which is the best 
and cheapost cover I oan find, J also fill the 
spaco over tho frameo with the same packing, 
and leave an oir chamber of two inchos uoder 
top hoard for the moisture from the, beeq ta 
colle xt and pass ont at a wire soroon near top 
of hive, 

I have the entrance of hive open to give 
tho beon a chance to tly whovover an oppor- 
tunity prevonts itrolf, Whon tho woathor is 
atermy, cold or windy, I pub » board in front 
of ontrance, against the hive to proventa 
direct'draft.

mines, patents, etc. Itis estimated that 
the above amount will give the Company 
a working capital of $500,000, with mines, 
branch railroads, plants, patents, etc., all 
paid for and free from bonded debt or mor- 
tages, and with a capacity of 60,000 tons 
of steel rails, 10,000 tons of crucible steel, 
and 10,000 tons of merchantable wrought 
iron per annum. 

The Directors are ssid to be gentlemen 
of financial ability and integrity. 

The President further states that the 
cost of plant and works will be, when in 
full operation, about $2,000,000, and that 
employment will be given to 3,000 men, 
besides which about 500 men will be em- 
ployed atthe mines. They will import 
35,000 tons of coal —about even proportions 
of anthracite and bituminous— and in the 
transport of coal and iron ore four barges 
and a large tug will be constantly employed. 
Mr, Hall also informs us that two large 
concerns, one of which will manufacture 
ploughs add the other agricultural imple- 
ments for Manitoba, and which will united- 
ly employ at least 1,000 men, will estab- 
lish their manufactories wherever the steel 
works are located, as they will thence 
draw a large proportion of theirraw ma- 
terial. 


It is proposed to begin the erection of 
the Steel Association buildings about the 
Ist of May, to have the rail-rolling ma- 
chinery in operation within six months 
theréafter, 4nd to complete the works within 
twelve months, : 


These projects are yery large ones, and, 
ard deserving of the careful attention of 
the ratepayers, as by carrying them out the 
populstion of the city would be more than 
doubled within a year, and other industries 
would no doubt follow in their train. Tho 
location of the works. is as yet undecided, 
but it is reasonable to suppose that Beile- 
ville will be chosen, provided the views of 
the promoters of the enterprises be met, 
and it is for the capitalists, property holders 
and business men of the city to decide, 
by the action which they take, whether this 
point shall be satisfactorily settled. 
5The Corporation have offered asite of ten 
acres in extent and exemption from taxes, 
but this does not seem to meet the viows 
of the President of the Association, who 
also says that he does not ask or intend to 
askfora bonus. Doubtless in due time Mr. 
Hall will be prepared to advise the Council 
as to what assistance or concessions he do- 
sires, and we have no doubt that his pro- 
pogals will be mot in a liberal spirit by that 
body.

My First Trip tothe North this year. 
For the Intelligencer. 

Mr. Epitor :—I left Belleville for Bridge- 
water by stage on the 10th January, remained 
there to attend Court on the 13th, having 
some cases to be tried by our new Janior 
Judge, E. B, Fraleck, Esy., who, from what 
I can discover, is going to make a first rate 
Judge, Court only lasted till noon, After 
dinner I started for Banoroft with aleighing, 
and rode 20 miles against a north-east snow 
storm, arriving at Millbridge at 5 p.m , mak- 
ing the first stop at Mr, Golding’s, where 1 
putupforthenight, It had been my intention 
on leaving Bridgewater to go as far as Thanot, 
35 miles, but finding tho storm disagreeable I 
thought it the better part ot valor to stop at 
Mr. Golding’s tor the night, 

Satorday morning started at 8:30 and drove 
to Thanet, where I remained 2} hours,—got 
dinner and then atarted for Bancroft, 214 miles, 
stopped a few minutes at D. Kavanagh's; Um- 
fravilleo. Mr. K. was absent on Magisterial 
business; left and reached Bancroft at 5 p. m. 
Glad to get under shelter at Mr, Vavy’s for 
the night; found the sleighing good all the 
way with the exception of a few rough spots, 
During the following week we had a few slight 
flurries of snow up to Saturday the 21st, when 
it snowed all day and fell 6 inches on the level, 
On Sunday morning a strong gale set in from 
the north west, which played pitch-and-toss 
with the snow on the open ground, sweeping 
the roads in many places, especially the hills, 
while in other parts it was badly drifted, The 
fall of snow brought out on Monday, 2308, a 
large number of teams, mostly going to the 
sbantios to draw logs, so that by evening the 
roads were well broke,

My conclusions, then, aro that in securing |) 
oxtracted honoy, . with proper management, 
Awatining may in’ most “instancdéa bo ossily 
controllable ; but when box honoy is produc- 
ed, itis much more difficult. Sarplus boxes 
filled with starters of choicest comb founda- 
tion, with fres ahd imimisdiate acces, may bo 
supplicd.as soon ax tho bees will oolupy 
thom, It is vory important. that, this be not 
dolayed until the bess havo alroady the dis- 
position to swarm, Proper ventilation and 
shade may be given ; and combs of brood may 
bo taken from the brood chamber and empty 
ones supplied. Yet during some seasons,and 
with somo stocks, it will fail to prevent swar- 
ming.

THE ATTEMPTED MATRICIDE, 


THOS. PERAGINS ON iBIAL. 


Yestorday morning at 11 o’vlock Thos, 
Porkins was arraigned before Judge Lazier on 
a charge of committing an arseult on his 
mothor and ber husband, Mr, Chas, Kyrlo, 
with intent to kill, ©. L, Coleman, Esq., 
appeared on behalf of the Crown, and Hon, 
Lowis Wallbridge defended the prisoner, 

Tho prisoner pleaded not guilty and the 
examination of witnesses was prococded with: 
Tho first ono called was 

Cuas. Kynzx, tho prieoner’s step-father, 
who deposed, in substance, as followa: I live 
in Sidney, about 24 milos from the village of 
Stirling, About 8 o'clock on the evening of 
the 23rd of Jonuary a knock came at the 
kitchen door, On opening it Harry Porkins 
(brothor of the priscner) entered, followed by 
the prisoner and his brother William. As 
prisoner prised through tho kitohen he asked 
mo if I had any G—— d—— good liquor to 
drink in the house. I yoplied that I had, 
meaviog that Lhad water. The prisoner then, 
attering nothor oath, kicked a cbair in the 
direction of his brother William and told him 
to sit down and make himeelf at home, He 
then asked me if they could have a night's 
lodging, and I answered that I could turnish 
it ona pinch, He then inquired ‘* where tho 
old woman was,” I did not recognize the 
prisoner at this time and asked William who 
hewas. He told me it was Thomas, and 
when I learned it was he I told him my wife 
was in the sitting-»0om, adjoining the kitchen, 
where we were. When I told him where my 
wife was he went into the sitting room and 
pulled the door after him—leaving Wil'iam 
and Harry in the room with mo, A very 
short time after, Mra. Stinson came running 
out screaming, and told mo that Thomas had 
drawn a knito on his mother. I then jumped 
up and raninto the room. As TI entered he 
struck atmo wilh a knife. I saw a string 
round his wrist, but do not know whether or 
not it was attached to the knife, The 
knife produced atthe preliminary trial (an 
ordinary jack knife) was not the. weapon he 
hadat this time, I grapplei with him, 
anda atruggle ensued. Harry then camo 
into the room with his coat off, and caught 
me by thé throat. Then Willism came in, 
caught hold of my left leg, and lifted it from 
theground, I told William to,let go my leg, 
and hedidso, 1 then shook off the other 
two, and got hold of the gun which was be- 
hind the sideboard, I leveled the gun at 
them. William drew back, but Thomias and 
Harry advanced and Thomas caught hold of 
the barrel of the gun, I pulled the trigger, 
intending to let them have the charge: the 
gun went off, but the charge did not take 
effect. The cther barrel went off somehow, 
and the gun then got away from me by some 
means—I don’t knowhow. I then went into 
the bed-room and got a six-shooter revolver, 
and pointing it at them, ordered them to leavo 
the premises. They left without a word. I 
am satisfied that the prisoner intended to 
stab me. Ifthe knife had reached me it 
would haveentered my body in the right 
breast near the throat, 

Cross-erammed by Mr, Wallbridge. —1 
should judge, from the conduct of the prisoner. 
that he was drunk when he entered the house. 
I do not think the other two boys liad been 
drinking ; I had coen the prisoner in Belle- 
ville, and knew who he was; 1 have nodoubt 
that the prisoner slso knew mo; no blood 
was df§wn from me, and I did not hear my 
wife complain of any having been drawn from 
her. I caught the prisoner’s right wrist with 
my left hand (the knife was in bis right hand); 
I :hen caught his leff wrist with my right 
hand ; I coyld not tell how he shut up the 
knife and put it in his pocket when he was in 
this position, as he did; I could not swear 
that the string I eaw around tho prisoner's 
wrist was attached to the knifo, [A finger of 
a kid glove, with a string attached to it, was 
here produced, which, it was affirmed, the 
prisoner wore at the time of the assault, as he 
had a sore finger.] Iam not aware that the 
prisoner had any grudge against me; when he 
first entered the houre he made no threats 
against me ; if ho really wished to injuro me 
he might have done so when he firat entered 
the house. 

Witriam Perkins sworn, said: I am a 
brother of the prisoner, When this affair took 
place | was living at Anthony Marpby’s in 
Sidney, being employed there, On the even- 
ing of the ueeault the prisoner and Harry, my 
other brothor, came to Murphy’s about tifteen 
minutes to eight. Thomas told me to put on 
my hatand come slong with him, I went. 
They were on foot, and I told them they 
would have to bring me home, The prisoner 
told mo on the road that they wore going to 
Charley's, meaning Mr. Kyrlo’s, I thought 
they were going tohave a night’s fun; but 
after wo had got on the rcad a picoo tho pre" 
onor eaid ; ‘See here, you've got to help us, 
I’m your oldest brother, and I’m going to 
look after your rights. I've a wife and ohild 
and have got to work hard to keep them.” 
Ho did not tell me then, howeyor, what they 
word going for, After a while hepulled a 
bottls out of hia pocket and made me take a 
drink, To please him I took a ‘mouthful and 
spit it out over my shoulder, He then told 
mo that ho intended to kill Mr, Kyrlo and my 
mother, Jadvieed him not to oarry his ia- 
tention into effect, and told him ifhe went 
to mother quictly and asked hor for money 
she would give it to him, He replied: “Its 
not money I'm after, but blood,” I then re- 
fused to go with him, when he shook me 
and knocked me dowo into a ditch 
and kiched mo. When I got up he and 
Harry pulled out their knives, and 
showed them tome, Thomas asked mo if I 
had «a knife aud I replicd that { had not, 
Harry shouted: ‘‘ Kink himend mako him 
come with us.”

Police Statistics, 


The Chiefs Keport for 1881, 


The following ta the report of tho Chief of 
Police, as presented to the Commissionors on 
Saturday : 

To the Polite Commissioners, City of Belleville 

GenTLeman,—I bog leave to submit this 
my fifth annual report, for the year ending 
Deo, Slat, SSL. 

In doing so I will, with your kind pormia™ 
sion, make a fow remarks, 

It will be obsorved in tho statistical report 
of orimes and offences committed in the city 
during the year that somo 64 casos of larceny 
wore reported at my office, A large propor- 
tion of these wore committed by lads andor 
tho ago of 16 years, and to the unrestricted 
existonce of junk shops and second hand 
stores do I ascribe to a groat oxtent tho cause, 
It would scom to require some legislation to 
regulate the conduct of such places, 

During the year a number of fires have 
taken place, Some of thewo fires wore ofa 
character which causes mo to come to the con- 
olnaion that they were occasioned simply for 
tho purpose of having a “‘tire alarm.” Insur- 
ance agents and companies vie with each other 
as to which will be the firat to settle a olaim 
for loss by firo, and tho reault is that the causes 
of all fires are not properly investigated. 
When grave suspicion of foul play exists, too 
frequently companies make a compromise 
with the claimant and immediately through 
the columns of the local nowspapera advortise 
their promptness in paying the loss, thus giv- 
ing encouragement to the unsoroupulous, 
more thorough investigation into tho causes 
of some fires by insurance companies would 
have the effect of diminishing incendiarism. 
Notwithstanding the number of fires, however, 
the losses from this osuse have been compara- 
tively small, mainly owing to tho alaority with 
which our efficiont Fire Brigade responded to 
the alarms and tho good judgment used by 
them in quenching the fires, 

SOCIAL EVIL, 

The social evil problem or conundram, which 
appears to baffle the wisdom of the Torsnto 
authorities, was solved in our city long ago, 
and that too in a manner which has had the 
effect of driving this curse out of the city. 


The rigid enforcement of the present statutory 


lawa bearing upon the subject, and in event

A RUN THROUGH THE RICHEST MINING DIS- 
TRICT IN CANADA—AMBRICAN CAPITALISTS 
ALREADY OPERATING, 


(From the Toronto World.) 


Mr, J. ©. Bailey, ohief ongineor of the 
Toronto and Ottawa railway, has jast roturn- 
ed from an inspeotion of the part of that road 
under construction. He stated to a World 
reporter :—I was not surveying the route, 
but inspecting the portion which is being 
built at present, as tho final location of the 
road has been sottled on, The section be- 
tween Madoo and Petorboro' is let, the oom- 
pany is working from Madoo to Perth, and 
that part between Toronto and Peterboro 
will be given out by contract on the 14th of 
this month, Tho right of way has been 
bought as faras Perth, and Mr, Campbell, 
who {is doing the buying, isa busily engaged be- 
tween Ottawa and Perth, The line runs 
through a very rough coudtry, which wil 
occasion some deep outs ranging from 30 to 
40 feet ; this is principally between Madoo 
and Moberly, From Marmora to Ottawa is 
the richest mining district in Oanada, Here 
are to be found gold, silver, lead, phoa- 
phate, iron and mica, American capitalists 
are buying upall the mineral lands. There 
aré at present four different mines in operation, 
employing from 400 to 500 mon, and seyeral 
more are expected to open in April, A com- 
pany from Baffalo a‘e about to erect a smelt- 
ing worka in Bolleville, where they will manu- 
facture steel rails. Mr. Hall, the manager of 
the company, told me the iron fouud around 
Madoo was the “best in the world;” from 
three tons of such iron he could make two tons 
of steel. Lumberingis not so extensive, al- 
though there are some very fide pines to be 
found from Peterborp to Ottawa, The land is 
not cultivated sufficiently to produce anabun- 
dance of grain, but when the road is complote, 
which will bo in about two years, more at- 
tention will be given to that industry,

The Canada Gazelle oontains the following * 

An Order-in-Council has been passed res- 
pecting the slaughtering of swine in bond, 
It provides that the bond given by the im- 
porter shall be oanodlled upon the payment 
of the ourrent rate of duty imposed upon 
swine imported into Canada or upon the ex- 
portation of 90 per cent of swine weighing 200 
pounds each and und>r, or upon the exporta- 
tion of sixty-five per cent of the live weight of 
awine weighing over 20) pounds each as 
originally entered in the form of pork, bacon, 
hams, shoulders and lard, and if a less quan- 
tity than the 60 or 65 per cent herein named is 
exported then duty shall be paid on the quan- 
tity deficient at the rate imposed upon the 
live animal in proportion to value. 

The revenue of the Dominion for January 
was as follows: Customs, $1,623,906.27 ; Ex- 
cise, $469 584,13 ; Post Offise, $190,272 60 ; 
Public Works, inoluding railways, $201.557.- 
10 ; bill stsmps, $23,001.53 ; miscellaneous, 
$311,245.94 ; total, $2,819,567. 57. 

The expenditure for the same month was 
$4,387,856. Total revenue for seven months 
ended January 3let, was $18,987,191, and 
total expenditure for the same period was 
$15,719,930,

Tae Warter-Works Birt.—The Globe 
says :—‘‘ Nearly every session there are 
several applications for special legislation 
authorizing the construction of water-work, 
forgome municipality, In order to avoid 
the unnecessary multiplication of Bills deal- 
ing with this subject, and to meet the in- 
creasing necessities of the cities and larger 
towns of the Province, the Government has 
introduced a genoral measure, under which 
power 1s given to the corporation of every 
city, town, or incorporated yillage to con- 
struct and maintain water-works, with all 
the necessary buildings, machinery, and 
apputtenances. The Bill grants power to 
voter upon all lands in the municipality or 


within five miles thereof, and appropriate | will roceiye the support of the Government, word with 


any river, pond, or springs of water, and in 
case of disagreement as to compensation to 
the owner or occupant the matter is to be 
left to arbitration, It is provided that the 
Municipal Council may either exercise the 
powers conferred themselves, or vest them

DEATH OF SER WILLIAM PALLISER, 
Loxpon, Fob. 6.—Sir William Palliser, the 
inventor of Palliser projectiles and improvo- 
ments in the ‘construction of hoavy gun, is 
dead, aged 52,

In view of the public meeting which is 
to be held to-night, the figures relating to 
the iron and steel industries sre peculiarly 
interesting, and we therefore direct parti- 
ocular attention to them: Iron and manu- 
facturgs of iron, in 1860, $94,045,452 ; in 
1880, $450,000,000. Steel and manufac- 
tures of steel; in 1860, $1,879,840 ; in 
1880, $50,000,000, Connected with the 
manufacture of steel rails, a bulletin of the 
Iron and Steel Association of the United 
States may here be appropriately quoted ; 
—‘‘The first Bessemer steel rails made in 
the United States were rolled in 1865, and 
in the sixteen years which have since elaps- 
ed American mills have made 4,500,000 
gross of these rails. In 1864, whon 
our firat mer steel works were under- 
taken, American managers paid 
from $80 to $112 in gold per ton for Eng- 
lish steel rails delivered at English sea- 
ports ; and in 1867, when mills were ready 
to receive orders for steel rails, the price of 
these rails in England still ranged $72.50 
to $77.50 in gold. Since 1867 the compe- 
tition of American mills has greatly reduced 
the price of both Enylish and American 
steel rails. In July, 1870, when the pre- 

sent duty on eteel rails was imposed, the 
price of English steel rails at English sea- 
ports was $55 ton, in gold, since 1870 at 
least a million tons of Ainerican ateel rails 
have been sold below $55 a ton in our- 
rency. In 1877,ten years after the Ameri- 
can mills were prepared to manufacture 
steel rails to fill orders, the pricé of their 
rails has been reduced to $40 a ton,and to- 
day, (several months ago) notwithstanding 
the extraordinary demand for steel rails, 
and the appreciation in the value of the 


raw materials from which they are mann- |. 


factured, the price is only $60.a ton.” Silk 
manufactures, in 1860, $6,589,171 ; in 
1880, * $40,950,000. Woollen goods, in 
1860, $62,000,217 ; in 1880, $300,000,000, 
Worsted goods, in 1860, $3,701,378 ; in 
1880, $50,000,000. ~ 
This statement, although but a partia; 
one, yet shows that wonderful progress has 
been made by our neighbors during the 
past twenty years, although four years of 
war and three of depression had a serious 
effect. As to the effect upon the country 
of this great advance in industrial pursuits, 
an influential journal published in the 
United States ssys the new establishments 
“have been of the greatest benefit to every 
class and overy interest. Localities where 
new manufactures have been’ established, 
especially in the west, have increased in 
wealth at a rate never equalled elsewhere, 
securing better markets and better prices 
for agricultural products, and infusing hew 
energy into every other pursuit. Prejudices 
Created by the enemies of the country, who 
merely wished to continue to plunder it 
through an exhausting and wasteful foreign 
trade, have disappeared from many parts, 
even of the west,and in the Southern States 
entirely new Views of the common interest 
in the development of ,manufactures sre 
making rapid progress,”’ 

This experience of our neighbors is of 
the greatest value, and happily Oanada, 
under a policy similar in nature, if not in 
oxtont, is oxperiencing results equally bene- 
ficial in their character. Belleville has as 
yet secured comparatively fow advantages 
fromthe National Policy, but the reason 
is that the people have done little to holp 
thomselvos.. The capitalists of Kingston, 
Napanee and othor places have invested in 
yarious industries, greatly to their own 
benefit and to that of the municipalities in 
which they reside. This oxample must bo 


followed in Belleville, otherwise industries 
which might be located here will be estab- 
lished elsewhere,

There is a fair amount of stock moving off 
on both home.and export account. The op- 
eration of dealers, shippers and brewers are 
4H conductedin a very conservative manner, 
but make upa good aggrogats. Stocks here 
and at the interior poiats are well controlled, 
and despite the continued absence of specula- 
tive or other Jarge dealings, prices fairly hold 
their own. The latest cable advices from 
London report sales of medium quality Amer- 
ican hops at 136s, a few weeks ago. Finer 
qualities have bébn sold at 142@146s., and on 
the whole, the London market would appear 
quite firm. There have been no developments 
abroad, howeyer, which would admit of ship- 
pera paying over 25@26o, for choice goods in 
this market, nor do the prices obtained from 
brewers allow dealers to do better, Still, the 
market is looking fira.er than it did a week or 
two ago ; and brewers, who will not pay over 
26@260, here, are not getting as desirable 
goods. In the statistics there is no new feat- 
ure, and as yet there would appear a sufficient 
supply for present requirements,

was orooted in caso of neod. That building was 
not put ap at tho gonoral eXponse of the town 
py taxation, but was the voluntary effort of 
the peeplo. 

Since 1551, whon the / ct was passed allow- 
ing a charvgoof pile, thore has boon nothing 
done by tho Town or City fathors to gota 
euitable lot such as would bo acceptable to 
tho Goveramont, Truc, a lot was purchased, 
being a bed of limestone rook and no water, 
somowhore near the Agricultural buildings, a 
lot wholly unfit for the purpose, ata coat of 
about threo times tho worth of it, for which 
tho ratepayers have boen taxed. The Wom- 
en's Christian Association began to atir up the 
question, after which it appears an attempt 
was mado to get the Benjamin lot, and give it 
in exchange ; but this place not being suitable 
that project fell to the ground. Tho Ladies 
selected a lot on the west side of the river, 
but after some time this lot was withdrawn, 
and they had to look elsewhere, 

Their next attempt was to purchase the land 
owued by Mr. Phillips, ranning from or near 
Dundas Strett to the Bay, which thoy 
made arrangements to purchase, for I believe 
$1,650; this with th@lot in front, if taken, 
would make the whole cost some $3,000, The 
Association was led to b-lieve from conferences 
held with the committees of the Council, that 
this land would be bought if notin full, in 
part forthe purposes required, and through. 
out the last season the Ladios waited patiently 
for the Connoil to take action inthe matter ; 
but finding they were likely to be foiled in 
their undertakiog, they took the matter in 
hand and petitioned the Ontario Parliament 
for an Act granting the old Hospital lot to 
them on certain conditions, This aroused the 
City Fathers, who at once set to work and 
asked for some one to be sent to see about a 
site, although they well knew that Mr, Lang- 
muir had been and seen the Phillips lot, and 
pronounced it a good site, The party who 
visited the lots found the ‘ Kelly lot,” the 
Ehillips lot, and the Flint lot all oligible for 
location, andat once the City fathers go in 
for the Kelly lot, ignoring the arrangements 
thé Ladies had made with Mr, Phillips. This 
was not fair nor manly on their part, and looks 
au though they designed to thwart the Ladies 
in their work of benevolence, - 

The proposal to buy the Kelly lot in ex- 
change for the old hospital lotg was not fair, 
unless they gave a price equivalent to the 
worth of the old lots, but I have seen no pro- 
position that they were willing to do this. 
Then with the Kelly lot only; how were the 
Ladies, if they accepted ths lot, going to get 
funds to erect suitable buildings? and how 
Were they to get rid of their agreement with 
Mr, Phillips for his lots? It would seem that 
the City Fathers would not care, only so they 
could secure the old hospital lot, whether a 
hospital was built or not, Now what aro the 
Kelly lots, and how situated and where is a 
good and perfect title tocometrom? In the 
first place I find from the record in the Reg- 
istry Otfice that the lots are numbered’ 1, 2, 
3, 4 and 5, extending from Dondas St. to a 
cove in the bay, in which Iam informed the 
water is so shollow thav it freezes solid in the 
wioter. Surely this would not be a suitable 
place to lay down water pipes for the hospital 
and other buildings, and therefore congld not 
be compared with the Philips lot, It is said

Prince Edward county, and two-thirds or 
three-quarters of the residents of the town- 
ship of Ameliasburg were in favor of their 
proposition. They contended that the boat 
provided for the purpose by their. opponents 
was wholly inadequate, not being speedy 
enough or properly built, and even the stock- 
holders of the company in question admitted 
that it was not a proper boat. A certain 
portion of the residents of Ameliasburgh 
seemed to think that they had not been pro- 
perly treated, but this difficulty could be met 
by granting each party a license; and then 
if Ameliasburg did not perform the service 
properly, Belleville would do so, The latter 
had not received anything in return for their 
outlay save the incidental advantages attend. 
ing the traffic, and these were not inconsider- 
ablo, As tothe complaint made that the 
present ferry boat had been allowed to be used 
for excursions, this had been forbidden for 
the future over a yoar ago, and the practice 
had neyer been formally permitted. They 
had been powerless to reduce the fares under 
the contract which had existed’; but they ad- 
mitted that thease had been too high. Their 
opponents were really a company plying be- 
tween Ameliasburg and Sidney, and in cate 
these gentlemen were successful they had 
every reason to believe that the interests of 
tho citizens interested in the traffic would not 
be fully met, as the boat was unsuitable for 
the purpose. Besides, it was thought unfair 
to grant two licenses to the “same company. 
The expenditure which would attend the ful- 
filment of their promises would not be incon- 
siderable, It would amount to $5,000 or 
$10,000, Belleville only wished to fix rates 
so a8 barely to pay expenses, and to scctire 

competition. : J 
Mr. Striker said it seemed reasonable that 
the people who used the ferry and paid the 
fees should have something to say about the 
service, and they complained that the present 
accommodation was not sufficient. 6 knew 
that this was the case, If however Mr. Hen- 
derson could obtain the consent of three- 
quarters of tho residents of Ameliasburg to 
the Belleville proposition, this would be sat 
isfactory, The remainder of the county 
would be satisfied if the majority of the 
eople in Ameliasburg were so.

Mr, Henderson said thas on this 
they ozcupied a peculiar position. Belleville 
had contributed to the making of the gravel 
roads throughout the county of Hastings, and 
since they had been separated as far as muni- 
cipal purposes were concerned, they had paid 
to the county yearly $2,300 for twenty years, 
and the county roads had been free for some 
time.

Mr, Mowat—What income do you derive 
from this source ? 

Mr. Henderson-—The net income varios 
from $800 to $1,000 a year, The lessee paid 
about $2,000 for the privilege, but the city 
bore the oxpense attendant upon heating and 
lighting, otc, He did not think that any 
other place in the province occupied their 
position, and as the roads, to the expenditure 
on which they had largely contributed, had 
had bsen free for a0 many years, ho-did not 
thi k thoy should be taxed under the ciroum- 
stances in the shape of a reduction in revenue, 
He belioved that the farmors in the county of 
Hastings would not oppose the retention of 
the market foes, In fact, the County Ooun- 
oil, in Jonuary Last, has adopted a revolution 
recommending the petition of Belleville on 
this subject to favorable consideration, 

Mr. Mowat—Still that does not indicate 
decided support.

THE HOSPITAL QUESTION, 


Mr. Dickson explained that a lot was set 
aside for hospital purposes in Bolloville in 
1816. This lot was now almost in the centro 
of the city, and was not conveniently situated 
for the object in view. In 1851, tho Parlia- 
mont of Canada passed an Act doolaring that 
when Belleville made suitablo provision 
for a hospital olsewhere, the Govern- 
mont would convey this lot totho olty, 
Some six years ago thoy had purchased a 
sito which they considered suitable, but it 
was pronounced otherwise, and consequently 
this site romainod on their bands. Some 
yoars since a Women's Cbristian Association 
was formod, and they had ostablishod a home 


Council with an annual grant of $300, 
Apsociation now desired to seouro a home of 
thoir own, and t» have land §bought and 
dooded to them, This mattor had received 
the attention of the Council, Throo sitos 
which wero proposed had been approved by 
Dr, O'Reilly. One would cost some $3,000, 
another $1,500, and tho third $1,400. Tho 
Indies wished to secure the most expensive 
site, which comprised 34 scores of land at $1, - 
650, andan additional acro if required, at $1,-

Dairymen’s Convention. 

The President stated that the objoct of the 
Association is tu araist those engaged in dairy- 
ing, —when it did that it assisted the country 
at large. The Ansociativn received $1,500 par 
anvum from the Ontario Government, which 
it was compelled to expend in certain ways. 
Tho Arsociation had gone to m preat ex ponte 
and trouble in securing the beat eposkers pos- 
sible, and he hoped their efforts would be ap- 
preciated He Hoped that, since the admis- 
sion to the mootings of tho Association wax 
free, a much larger attendance of farmers 
would horeaftor bo seen. If tho farmors at- 
tended the meetings of the Convention and 
acquired the knowledge which they might ac- 
quiro there, they would add immensely to 
their oowfort in life, and enable them to pro- 
oure luxuries for their families, He was sorry 
that thore was nota larger attendance from 
the city, for the people of the city were more 
interested in dairy matters, perhaps, than they 
imagined, since they were the ooosumers of 
the butter manafactured by the dairymen, 

Che President then recounted the list of 
speakers which had been secured by the Arso- 
ciation, after which ho called on Mr, R Cul- 
lis, the Secretary of the West Northumberland 
Dairymen’s Aesociation. 

Mr. Cullis said that one necosssry feature 
of a dairy farm was that it should be situated 
on low ground, #o ag to be continually moist, 
and not affected by dry wrathor ; also, that it 
should be divided into lots. The speaker then 
went on to describe the points of cattle which 
are beet adapted for dairy purposes. It was 
difficult to determine which psrticular breed 
was the bost for this purpose, but he thought 
the general opinion was in favor of the short 
horn varieties, Every dairyman should select 
his own cows. Cows should always be woll 
fod, both as to quality and quantity, because 
it was the quantity and quality of the food 
which a cow received which determined the 
quantity and quality of the milk which it 
yielded. The speaker then went on to advo- 
cate the practice of mixed husbandry. If 
tarmere attended more to mixed husbandry, 
not only would the dairy stock on their farms 
become more valusble, hut the whole of their 
land wonld bo fertilized by the manure to be 
derived from the stock, Successful farming 
depended largely o% judicious manuring. 

Prof, Wetherell was the next speaker, It 
hat been said that the firat thing nooessary 
to adairyman wasa cow; but he thought 
that the tirst thing necessary was a farm to 

support a cow. Oneof the greatest errors 
among dairymen was not taking sufficient 
care inrearing Cows for the dairy. There 
was no bettor breed for dairy purposes than 
the sailing varieties of the shorthoros. Other 
breeds yielded good milk for making butter, 
but for general dairy purposes the variety 
whioh he mentioned was the best. Either 
the Guernsey or Jersey cowa were good for 
butter making, but ho preferred the former ; 
it yielded a tiner colored butter than any 
other. Whilohe was attending a dairymen’s 
cbnyention held in Iowa recently, he was 
forcibly impressed by the difference between 
westeru and eastern dairy interests. Mang 
years ago it was thonght that the wostern 
limits of the dairy section did not extend 
further than Herchimor County, Now York. 
It was then olsimed that the east was far 
superior to the westin the manufacture of 
cheese and butter, and yet, at the Centennial, 
Joho Stuart, of Iowa, was awarded the gold 
medal for butter, in competition with a world 
of dairymep, At the Centennial, aleo, Can- 
ada, took the first prizs in cheese—and thus 
old Herchimer Counsy was left to contem- 
plate tho past aud gird itself forfresh oompe 
tition ia the future. The speaker said that if 
a farmer thoroughly underetood hig bnainess, 
dairy farming was one of the moat profitable 
buitineases that conld ba gone into, He knew 
of a young man in Warcester Co., Mass., who 
went on a farm with onlyenough money to 
stock it, and in less than ten years he owned 
the farm himself, besides increasing bis stock 
many fold, Tho difference between factorios 
and creameries was—the formsr make batter 
only, the latter make both butter and cheese, 
One of the chief productions of ocreameries 
was skim milk, Lately a new use was found 
for skim milk—the manufacture of a species 
of jawelry thst resembled coral—and this was 
au good a use as it could he put to, Ladle- 
packed butter was very uopopalar in Boston, 
noth in private families andin hotels, It was 
there called ‘‘ haste.” The chief difference 
between creamery butter and home dairy but- 
ter was that the former was of uniform qual. 
ity, while the latter varied greatly—som» 
being excellent, while some Satlent it 
could not be reljod on. He quoted Prof. 
Arnold to the effect that pure cream 
should yield 20 per cent, of butter, With 
cream, as with milk, the specific gravity was 
variable. it varied from 9,83 to 10,004. 
Temperature an | many other causes. all havo 
their influence on the quality and (aed of 
the cream produced. Prof. Wethdrell thon 
read a discussion that took place at a ricent 
convention in Iowa, Ina alight digression he 
related an incident that came under his own 
notice, to illustrate the nocorsity of paying 
proper attention to the feeding of catt/o, 
farmer ot his acqoaintange had been in the 
habit of feeding his cattle corn méal, and fis 
butter was very popular and broagit good 
prices from commission morohaul® fr, 
obanged his feed pad gave ble ~attle bran and 
shorts, 34 4 short tl, nis butter was reject- 
ed by the Mero. nt who had been purchasing 
it thus proving that food had a direct «ffoct 
on the quality of butter. The tarmerjn ques- 
tion wont back to cora meal, and th» quality 
of the butter which he produced at once im- 
proved, The speaker also combated the 
theory that an inch of cream would make a 
pound of butter. He went on to relate a fow 
personal experiences in farming. Several 
years ayo he purchased » poor farm near Bos- 
ton, which, although a hundred acres in ex- 
tont, was only capable of supporting 4 couple 
of cows and a horse. Now, by means of oaro- 
fal cultivation and judicious manuring, it 
supported thirty-five cows, besides horses, 
With regard to pasturago, he spoke strongly 
in favor of blue-grass as 4 pasture, whioh, ho 
believed, was tho bost pasturage in the world, 
avd was, besides, indigenous to the soil of 
this section. 

In reply to a question, whother the Kon- 
tucky bluo-graes Was tho samo as the Canada 
June grass, Prof, Wetherell said ho could not 
tell until he know what Canada Juno prass 
was It was, howover, of tho samo spocics 
as tho spoar-gravs.

Danish dairymen hed come to the conclusion 
that the deep setting system was the Best one, 
By setting milk in deep cans cooled by ice to 
4 certain temperature, not.only, more cream 
could be produced but cream of a much better 
quality. The butter made from this cream 
alsokept much longer than ordinary batter. A 
new skimming-machine bad been invented in 
Germany which saved from 15 to 20 per cout, 
of cream and which was admirably adopted 
for co-operative work. The chief point in 
Danish butter-making was getting perfectly 
sweet cream at any time and under any oir- 
cumstances, The second was the souring 
system. They skim usually every 24 hours. 
Taking the morning's skimming with the even 

jog’e, they place it into a large wooden tub, 
Taey then form ia a small quantity of sweet 
milk and alsoa pound of but ermilk to every 
hundred pounds of cream. They allow the 
cream to become only very slightly oci- 
dulated. They churn thecream at a temper- 
ature of about 43°. The churning lasts 
about twenty five minutes at a speed of 
about 125 revolutions aminute. The church- 
ing is stopped when particles about the sizo 
of a pin’s head gather. They take out the 
butter with the hands, pressing pieces about a 
pound in weight against the sidea of the churn 
to extract the butterc ilk, This is repeated 
until a large ball is got together. This is then 
takon ond, spread ina trough and slightly 
salted, and worked iu a machine, which makes

The speaker then passed on to the oconsider- 
ation of the improvements which were neqes- 
sary in Canadian dairying.

in the feed. It would not injure the butter 
and it would put two cents a pound in the 
pockets of the producers, He would 
advocate the churning of sweeter cream 
than is usually ased. The keeping qual- 
ities of butter depended—first, on the qual- 
ity ot the soil, segondly, on the qual- 
ity of the grasv, aud thirdly, on the souriog 
oft the oream. The churning and washing of 
the butter also had sometbing to dq with it. 

In Denmark washing was not practiord, but 
he would not advise departing from the pre. 
sent practice of wauhing, far very few Pins 
could work butter dry without joj ing tho 
uality. Ho wou'd advit® #rmers, ia order 
to make good butter,” ‘ne first place,to give 
their cows PlOBPY of food ; then, to give soft 
water i ** oference to hard ; to treat the cows 
geo*"'y and keep their food clean ; to put the 
oream in ice; to attend to the proper souring 
of the c/eam, and to sell their butter almost 
as soon as it is made, 

In reply to a question Prof, Barry raid 
that the average yield of Danish cows was 100 
lbs. of butter to tho cow. He also ropliod 
that the Danieh winter was fully as long a» 
the Cavadian winter, though not so cold.

‘The “America’s” Oup. 


Tho changes which the New York Yacht 
Club requested Mr. Schuyler—the only 
surviving donor of the America’s cup to 
that organization—to make in the con- 
ditions governing conteats for tho possess- 
ion of that heretofore champion emblem 
haye been made and published. The only 
provisions which are of interest to yachts- 
‘men on the lakes are tho following : 


“An anizedyachto'ubof a foreign country, 

oe patented, or licensed by the Legs 
lature, aduiraity, or other executive depart: 
ment, having tor its annual regatta an ocean 
water course on the ses oren arm of the sea 
(ons which combines both), practicable fy 
vessels of 300 tons, shall slways be entitled, 
through one or more of its members, to the 
right of sailing a match for this cup, with a 
yacht or other vesiel pr pelled by sails only and 
cons_ructed in the country to which the cballen- 
ging club belo*gs, against any one yacht or 
veasel ag aforesaid constructed in the country of 
the club holdiog the cup. 

“No vesse: which has been defeated In a 
match for this cup can be again selected by any 
club for its representative until after a contest 
for it by some other vessel has intervened, or 
untilafter the expiration of two years from the 
time such contest has taken’ place.” 


Under these conditions the famous cup 
coases to represent the championship of the 
world, and is degraded to the position of 6 
mere emblem of the cuampionsbip of yachts 
owned on salt water. The evident inten- 
tion of the would-be cunning framers of 

“this provision is to exclude every 
Yacht Olub in Oanads, except (which 
they probably did not know) the 
Royal Nova Scotia Yacht Squadron, 
which hss a course on an arm 
of the sea practical for vessels of 
300 tons, But, like many other too clever 
people, the ‘‘sea-lawyers” who drew up this 

’ precious document haye overreached them- 

* gelves ; for it would not be very difficult for 
any person resident on the lakes who owned 
a yacht of the required size, to become a 
member of the R. N. SY. 8., challenge on 
behalf of that organization, and so to be in 
a position to demand a race. 


The second provision, read together with 
the first, will be accepted by Canadians os 
evincing a wholesome fear of the Atalanta 
by the New Yorkers, whose action, under 
the circumatences, we cannot but consider 
as being mean and contemptible. The Bay 
of Quinte Yacht Olub, rather than fail to 
meet their last year’s engagement in an 
honorable manner, urged Oapt, Cuthbert 
forward, so that, owing to delays occasioned 
by stress of weather and other unavoidable 
circumstances, his yacht entered the race 
without proper preparation, and with an 
untrained and numerically inefficient crew. 
This season, had he not been debarred by 
tho second provision, the owner of the At- 
alanta would in all probability have properly 
ballasted, fitted out and manned his yacht 
and have tried again forthe cup. As itis, 
however, the once coveted silver ware is 
likely to remain fora long time in posses- 
sion of the New York Yacht Oluh, and for 
two reasons: In the firat place, it has 
ceased to be the champion emblem of the 
world; and secondly the English, at the 
mercy of one of whose big cutters, or yawls 
it undoubtedly is,as proved by the Mad ge’s 
victories, donot consider the trophy of 
sufficient value or importancs to cross the 
Atlantic for,unless a heavy purse be offered 
in addition. We sincerely trust that no 
Canadian will ever again challenge for this 
cup. Oanada holds the championship of the 
lakes in every class but large schooners, 
Let the New York Olub rejoice in that 
emblem whish they hold on the sufferance 
of British yacht owners, if under such eir- 
cumstances they can feel any satisfaction in 
its possession, as it now typifies more than 
anything elae their own unsportamanlike 
exclusivencas,

APPOINTMENT OF 4 COMMITTDD,. 


—_— 


In spite of the bighly unfavorable state 
of the weathor last night there was a very 
| largo attendance of citizens at the public 
meoting in the Metropolitan Hall, called 
for tho purpose of hearing the project of 
the Steel Association discussed. The 
meeting, aloo, was representative of the 
woalth and respectability of the city. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock, Mr, S, Spangon- 
burg nominated Mr, Thos, Ritchie as Ohair- 
man (the Mayor not being present.) This 
proving satisfactory to the sasombly, Mr. 
Ritchie took the chair. After a fow pre- 
liminary remarke, in which be dwelt on the 
desirability of eccuring the establishment 
of extensive industries, he called on Mr, 
T, G. Hall, the President of the Steel As- 
sociation, 

Mr, Hall, on coming forward, was greot- 
ed with applause. He briefly described the 
inception of the Steel Association, which 
had been organized for the purpose of de- 
veloping the iron resources of the northern 
part of this county. It depended largely 
on tho citizens of Belleville whether the 
works which the Steel Association intended 
to establish should or should not be located 
in Belleville. The Association intended to 
expend $2,000,000 at once in the plant of 
the works, and to employ 3,000 workmen. 
This would increase the population of the 
city 15,000. He left it to the people of 
"Bolleville whether it would be to the in- 
terest of the city to have these works 
established here. 

Mr, J. S. McOuasig, M. P., was next 
called on. Ho had, he said, given some 
consideration to the iron resources of this 
section of the country, and had collected 
considerable information on the subject. 
he ore of North Hastings had been pro- 
nounced by competent experts, to be the 
richest in the world. Tests had been 
made, the result of which was that the ore 
assayed from 66 to 84 per cent. A sample 
of the ore had been sent to England and 
the iron obtained from it worked into a 
cold chisel of excellent temper. Mr. Mo- 
Ouaig read several letters from various iron 
workers who had tested the ores from thp 
north, which went to prove that the ore 
was rich in iron of the very best quality. 
As a public man, he had made up his mind 
that our tariff, so far as regarded iron, wus 
not high enough, We should adopt the 
American tariff, and he would support any 
public man who would urge this. When 
wo consider that $137,000,000 worth ot 
solid ore has been shipped from Canada for 
doing nothing else than building up the 
mechanical industries of the United States, 
it should be enough to make all men in- 
dependent of party, unite in demanding 
that better protection should be given to 
our iron industries. The fact was that we 
were so blinded by party that we could 
not sce our own interests. He claimed that 
if we could manufacture charcoal iron for 
$12 per ton—as could be done—we could 
supply even Great Britain with iron, The 
vast forests of the Northwest could be 
utilized for the manufacture of charcoal. 

Mr, McQuaig having. referred to the 
absence of the Mayor, somebody in the 
audience shouted that he was present, and 
the Ohairman requested him to take the 
chair, His Worship complied with the 
request. 

Mr. McOnaig continued his remake. 
pointed out that notwithstanding the 
iron resources of the United States 
the immense energy which had been dis- 
played in developing them, so great was 
the demand for iron that the Americans 
were compelled to come to Canada for the 
superior ores which they could not obtain 
in their own country. He claimed that if 
a higher duty were put on ore in Canada, 
we, instead of being exporters of ore, 
would in a short time become exporters of 
iron. Ho ospoke in terms of confidence of 
Mr. Hall, who came here as a business 
man. If he asked us to teko stock, it was 
nothing more than should be expected. It 
was not money he wanted so much as the 
security to show capitalists in his own 
country that we were one with him. We 
must tos large extent depend on capitalists 
forthe establishment of industries ; but 
this as not to say that we should not all 
put wht we could into an industry which 
was going to put-new life into the whole 
community. It would be far more credit- 
able for men who had a little money to put 
it into such an industry as this than to use 
it for the purpose of shaving notes. He 
gave several illussratious of the vast benefit 
which would accrue to the ootry were the |

Mr. Ashloy said he understood that this 
was prinoipally held by the Directors, and 
asked under what conditions it was held, 

Mr. Hall—Not one dollar's worth of 
stock will be sold under any conditions 
other than that it be paid for, 

Mr. Ashloey—You spoke of 700 acres of 
land which haye been acquired by the Oom- 
pany. How will this be rated? 

Mr. Hall—It will be rated, sir, at a 
fair valuation, to the satisfaction of all the 
stockholders, 

Mr. Ritchie thought that some definite 
proposition should be laid before the meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Spangonberg said that the Oompany 
wished tho city to give bonds to the amount 
of stock which it intended to take—the 
bonds to be redeemed in 30 or 50 years, 
and bearing interest at 6 per cent. 

Mr. K. Graham urged that the promoters 
of the project take the meeting into their 
full confidence. 

Mr, Hall explained that it would be ut- 
terly impossible fur him to go into the 
details of the project. All he asked was 
that a committeo of representative citizens 
should be appointed, and he would explain 
all dotails—and he would be willing to 
abide by any report which they might sub- 
mit, In reply to Mr, Ashley, Mr, Hall 
anid that the reason he wished to have 
stock taken in Belleville was that he desir- 
ed to interest as many people as possible in 
the scheme so a8 to strengthen his banda 
when he approached American capitalists, 
It was desirable to show them that the 
majority of the people of the city were one 
with the promoters of the schome. 

Mr. Graham moyed that a committeo of 
six be appointed for the purpose of confer- 
ring with Mr. Hall,and to report the result 
at some future meeting. He spoke at some 
length in advocacy of public aid being 
granted to the project. ° 

The resolution was then put and carried, 

Mr. Graham moved that the committee 
appointed to confer with Mr. Hall be con- 
stituted as follows : The Mayor, H Oorby, 
H, Ashley, Thos. Kelso, Thos, Ritchie, 
Alex. Brown, ard the Finance Oommittee 
of the City Council. 

This motion was carried. 

On motion, it was resolved that when 
the meeting adjourned it should do so sub- 
ject to the call of the Ohairman,

range rifle shooting with 
rifles, our neighbors of the United 
States, with the vain-glory which 


ever characterizes them, intimated some 

months ago that they would like to send a 

team to Wimbledon to compete in a match 

with military rifles against the pick of the 
crack shots amongst tho volunteers of 

Great Britain, at the annual meeting on 

the famous common in July, The response 

was a hearty invitation from the Council of 
the National Rifle Association, the condi- 
tions being that the match should be shot 
with military rifles, ranges from 200 yards 
up to 1,000 yards, and be conducted under 
Wimbledon rules. Their wishes being 
thus fairly met, and the offered gage of 
battle at the butts unhesitatingly lifted, 
our neighbors commenced to find out that 
they had becn a little too hasty. The 
citizen soldiery of the United States, they 
began to realize, were much fewer in num- 
ber than those of the mother country, and 
practiced less at the targets than did 
the Britishers ; whilst not one in a thou- 
sand of them had over shot over other 
than the usual ranges, namely from 200 
yards to 600 yards with the military rifles, 
and the few who'had done so had not per- 
formed very brilliantly. Again, they had 
ho military rifle that would at the long 
ranges stand a chance with the ‘‘specials” 
allowed in England; so their chances of 
winning began, when facing the job they 
had undertaken, to look much less roseate 
than when, in the heat of enthusiasm aud 
carried away by spread-eagle oratory, they 
had discussed the subject amongst them- 
solves. In fact they saw sure defeat 
staring them in the face, and so sought to 
“baok out,” if they could only manufacture 
a plausible excuse fordoing so, resolving 
tharif no better could come of it they would 
go on with the match, trusting to the skill 
of their mechanics to turn out an effective 
long range weapon which would comply 
with the rules, andin their luck, which 
stood them in good stead in their first 
long range match with the Irish riflemen, 
when they won by & majority of 1, owing 
to one of the Irishmen making a bulls-eye 
on the wrong target, which, had it been 
aimed at the proper target, would have 
defeated America by 4 points.

The hope I expressed at tho close of tho last 
goesion, that on the re-assombling of Parlia- 
mont wo should be able to congratulate our- 
solves on A seawon of peace and prospority has 
been fully realized. 

Canada has boon fayorod with a year of 
groat prosperity. 

Her farmers havo opjoyed a plentiful har- 
yost and remunerative pricey. 

Her manufacturing and other industries 
hayo been and continue to be developed un- 
der favorable auspices. 

Her trade and commorco have been steadily 
inoroasing, and peace and order prevail with-

The section botween Rat Port- 
age and Winnipeg, one hundred and thirty- 
five miles in length, bas been completed and 
transferred,under the terms of the contract, to 
the Canadian Pacitic Railway Company, by 
whom it is now operated, Considerable 
progress has been made on the [astern 
Section, comméncing at Callander Station, 
and the vigorous proseoution of the work on 
that portion of the line during the present 
year provided for, _ 

In British Columbia the work upon the 
section between Savona's Ferry and Emory’s 
Bar is being carried on, with every prospect 
of its completion within the time spocified in 
the contract, and the line from the latter 
place to Port Moody, which haw been caro. 
fully located during tho past season, is now 
being placed under contract witha view to 
its completion at the same date as the section 
from Savona's Ferry to Emory’s Bar. 

Upon the sections to be constructed by the 
Railway Company, the work has beon most 
energetically carried forward. During the 
past summer tho road has been graded for the 
distance of two hundred and eighteen milos, 
and of this, one hundred and sixty-one milos 
are open for tratftio, 

The Company have, in addition, graded 
cighty-nino miles of branch lines,

traffic on the Intercolonial Railway has largely

Dairymen’s Convention, 


AVTERNOON SESSION, 

Prof, Brown opened with an address on tho 
subject of Greon Fodders. Tho first whioh 
he would Consider was Lucerne, Whon tho 
soil was in good condition he would favor 
sowing Lucorne broadcast rather than drilling, 
Fifteon pounds por acro was sufficient whoo 
sown in thio way, Priokly Comfrey yielded 13 
tons per acro, and gavo four cuttings per en- 
nom; This fodder was not rolishod by oat- 
tle. Lucorne, the best fodder, yielded 16 
tone por acre and four cuttings, ‘Tara and 
oats was a good fodder, sowed in tho propor- 
tions of two of oats to one of tares. Millet 
Was not got until Joly, but lasted woll on into 
the winter, It was an excellent solling plant, 
It should be drilled rather than sown broad- 
cast, Tho value of the different foddora per 
acto was a8 follows: Lucerno, $38 ; St. Foin 
14; Priokly Comfrey, 17; red clover, 12: 
rye, 16; tares and oats, 8; millot, 13; rape, 
19; corn, 50; ocabba, *, 31. The avers 4 
value of all these combined fodders was on y 
$6.40 por ton—loes than timothy and clover, 

A brief but interesting discussion aroao out 
of Prof. Brown’s paper, 

The next address was delivered by Mr. Ira 
Morgan, of Motcalf,on the subject of ‘Buttor 
Making.” It was necessary for dairymen to 
Secure the largest possible amount of crosn 
from a given quantity of milk. He advocat- 
ed the uve of Joreey cor: for yielding good 
milk and a copious supply of it, Jerseys often 
yielded two or threo times'the amount of but- 
ter ordinary cows, and tho butter was of 
a much better quality, The next question to 
be considered was the a:tting of milk. There 
was no doubt that the deep-setting system 
was the best, When ice could be procured 
it should be used, and cream should be mado 
between milkings, It was difficult to deter- 
mine the exact timo to skim : somotimes the 
milk should stand for only 12 hours and 
sometimes as long as 48 hours ; it depended 
on the Sean and atmoepheric condi 
tions, Milk sot in deep cans and wet ia cold 
wator usually threw up thocream in 12 hours, 
There was no batter now puton the market 
as uniform in quality as that produced by 
tho deop sctting systom. He spoke in fayor 
of oscillating churns, The best dairymen are 
ea abandoning the old style churns, 
which Jostroy the grain of the butter. 

Hon, Harris Lewis next spoke on the sub- 
ject of ‘Bread and Butter,” He assedif auy- 
one had ever heard any woman acknowledge 
that any other woman made better bread and 
butter than she? Noone. [Ho hoped no one 
who heard it ate the bread of idleness or the 
butter of commorce—he meant oleomargarine 
and pig's-grease butter, Commencing his 
subject he asid that every drop of milk con- 
tained from 22,000 to 45,000 butter globules 
—so that butter.making had very small be- 
ginnings. Milk with large globules threw 
them up readily ; milk with small globules 
threw them up and out reluctantly, and thoy 
wore seldom pure. What was wanted in but. 
ter cows Was quality, not quantity, in the 
milk they yielded. Milk with large globules 
was what waa required. Ho preferred the 
ge Poh gareses for the produotion of good 
milk. Noxt to the food, it waa necessary to 
be caroful as to tho quality of the water fur- 
nished the cow. 1¢ should be remembered 
that 87 por cent, of milk is water; and a 
cow could not yield pure milk if she took in 
impure water With regard, to setting, he 
found that the large shallow pan system 
of setticg produced the best butter 
with tho least labor, and the butter 
kept longer than that produced by any other 
system, ‘lhe cream should be taken from the 
milk when the first signs of acidity become 
discernable, He would adda quarter of 4 
teaoup of eslt toa gallon of cream after the 
first skimmiog. He preferred a temperature 
of 69° io his milk-room, and he would bring 
it to thie temperature in churning. Cream 
could not be churned iuto butter at a low 
temperature, lower than 35°. Butter is 
easily made at a high temperature, bot the 
butiec is soft and useless, When the butter 
is forming too repidly the temperature of tho 
cream should be lowered to about 55 by the 
addition of a Jittle pure cold wator, For 
packing butter he favored the ordinary 
Welsh tub after being deodorized from its 
woody odor. The wood best adopted for the 
manotufacturo of these tubs was white oak, but 
maple was slio a good wood for the purpose, 
ie advised butter-makers not to work butter 
with their handy, What we oatis absorbed 
into the skip, end if one would eat onions 
and make batter a few hours afterwards the 
onion taint would bo certain to be conveyed 
into the butter, 


In reply to a question, Mr, Lewis said that 
batter made from mixod cream was the most 
delicious, and was the best for immediate use; 
but sour cream butter was much better for 
keeping. 

Mr, Lowis also said, in reply to questions, 
that the milk used to mske a pound of buttor, 
in his experience, was from 19} to 224 pounds. 
Cora meal was tho beat winter feed for cows. 

Prof, Wethorell, noxt delivered 9 very in- 
torenting addreas on the subject of * Dried 
Fodder,” Timothy hay, rowen, and pasture 
grass, with Hungarian grays, fodder corn, 
stover and ensilage, were the popular foreiga 
plants thet diréotly concorned dairy farmors. 
The quality of thin grass and other feed do- 
pended on the fertility of the soil. The grass 
of a well manured moadow contained 12 por 
cont of proteine, whilothat from an onmanured 
meadow contained only 9 percent. Proteine 
was defined as tho basis of animal tissuo of 
some vegotable cubstances, Karly out grass 
mado better hay than late cut, containing a 
much greater quantity of proteine. Besides 
this, tho soil was impoverished by allowing 
the crop to stan! late, Too much drying im- 
paira tho foeding eee of the hay. Ono day 
of curing, if the grass had boon out freo trom 
dow, was ordivarily, sufliciont, With respoot 
to the comparativo value of grassos, he said, 
clover was richer in nutritious qualities than 
grass. The quality of the hay was improved by 
mixingolover With grass, Hungarian gresabad 
long been grown in southern Europe, It stood 
drought well, was a rapid growo’, and ooou- 
pied the soil only about 3 months, It was 
rich in non-nitregenous nutrimont, and was 
therefore to be supplomented by some nitro- 
gonous byo-fodder, such as oil-oake. lodder 
corn early cut was & valoablo forage plant. 
When cut carly it was quite rich in proteine, 
and was relished by cowa, Cut lator and 
cured for winter todidet) it wav rich in car. 
bohydratos bnt poor in albuminoids, 16 
nooded to be sapplomented by nitrogenous 
feeding atufle. Ensilago had mostly beea 
made from groen-out maize, which was placed 
in silos. Enrilage was to bo régarded asa 
mothod of proworving corn fodder, and tho 
queation of its adoption was to bo rogarded as 
purely economical. It was poor in proteing 
and rich in non-nitrogenous nutrimonte, re- 
quiring the addition of byo-fodder rich in 
protoino, Its nvidity also injurod its fooding 
valuo very motorially av forage for dairy 
oows, 

Prof, Barre, of Quobeo, spoke on the sub 
joot of buttor exportation, While Amorican 
| dairymon had produced oll the butter neoea- 
sary for homo consumption, they had failed 
in produging an article for foreign exportation, 
| American Sutter could not compote with 
Danish and French butter, anid did not bring 
much more than half the price in the Brazilian 
market, The speaker dwelt at longth on the 
subject of the comparative morits of sweet and 


wit wo i 


sour croam in the production of butter 
for export, and strongly favored tho formor, 
He spoke in praise of the centrifugal machine 
—claiming that it yieldod 10 por cont. moro 
butter than tho ordinary mothods, He also 
described the difforont stylos of skimming 
machines, and declared his bolicf that skim. 
ming by machinery would be certain to bo the 
maton adopted in the future,

Tho trade and navigation roport shows that 
the exports for the year 1880-81 amounted to 
$98,290,823, principally composed of Cana. 
dian produce and mapufactares. The largest 
export of avy preceding year wasia 1873, 
when it aggrogated $89,789,922. The total 
trade of the Dominion amounted Jast year to 
$189,902,427, the largest total of any year 
except 1874-75, when it ran up to $197,505,- 
636 The total imports of 1880-8! exceeded 
the total exports by $7,040,017. The table 
of total imports and the duties thereupon for 
each year sinco 1867 shows that while $14,- 
421,882 was collected on a total import of 
$128,213,582 in 1874, and $15,3G1,332 ona 
of $123,070,283 in 1875, and less than $13,- 
000,000 each subsequent year to 1879, there 
was collected this year $18,509,785 on a total 
of $105,330,840, ‘Lhe percentage on tho total 
imports into Ontario for 1881 was 18.27 ; into 
Quebec, 15.97; into Nova Scotia, 18.35 ; into 
Now Brunswick, 11 25; into Manitoba, 22.6;

Market Fees. 


The text of the Bill respecting market 
foes has at longth been given to the public, 


and is reproduced herowith ; 
_ Hor Majesty, by and with the advice aad 
consent of the Logislatare Assembly of tho 
Provinoe of Ontario, onacts as follows :— 

1, Notwithstanding anything in ‘Tao 
Manicipal Act,” or the amendments theroto, 
orany by law, ralo, or regulation of any mani- 
cipality, or any usage or custom, it shall not, 
after the first day of April, ono thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-two, bo lawful for avy 
municipality, or tho officers or ser-anta there- 
of, to imp2%e, lovy, or cellect a market feo 
‘upon any wheat, bariey, ryr, corn, oats, or 
upon any other graip, or upon any bay or 
ier seed, or wool, lumber, lath, ur shingles, 
Cgc eal: other etc or upon — 
edh ultry, or oheese, or upon hay, 
ina pl sven! fodder, that may be brought 
to market or to the market placefor sale or 
other dispceal, or upon the person bringiag, 
or the vehicle in which the samo is or shall be 
brought ; nor shall any fee be charged, levied, 
or imposed upon orin respect of butter or 

brought to market, or upon the market 
mw forsale, unless a convenient and tit 
place in which to offer or expose the samv for 
alo shall bo poe by the municipality, 
which shall afford shelter in summer and 
shelter and reasonablo protection from the 
cold inj winter, 

2. When the vendor of apy merchandiro, 
article, or articles brought to market for eale, 
in respect of which a market feo may be im- 

ed, proceeds directly to the place of de- 
Tivery thereof, without hawking the samo up- 
on the streots.or elsewhere in the municipality 
than at such place of delivery, and without 
proceeding to or upon the market place with 
such aforesaid goods or articles, or any of 
them, it shall not be lawfal for any municipa!- 
ity, or its officers or servants, to impose, levy, 
or collect a marketfee thereon, or from, or 
upon the person so bringing the same to mar 
ket, or of or upon the vehicle in which the 
game shall be brought, if such articles or 
merchandise shall be go brought to market in 
pursuance of a prior or existing contract, or if 
the same shall not be brought into the muni- 
cipality until alter the hour of pine o’cluck in 
the forenoon between the first days of April 
and November in any year, and after the 
_ hourof ten o'clock in the forenoon between the 
firet days of November and Ap-i' in any year, 
and shall not bo taken toorupon tho market 
place, or hawked, offered for sale, cr sold, 
ise than is in this section hereinbefore 
particularly specified, ' 


3. Nothing herein contained shall prevent

The Rivers and Streams Bill. 


Tho Legislaturo, under direction of the 
Government, huayo passed the Rivers and 
Streams Bill, over tho disallowance of 
which by the Dominion authorities the Grit 
party have recoutly mado a great pother, 
with the plain object of manufacturing 
political capital. Tho iniquitous nature of 
the monsuro and the insidious purposes of 
tho Mowat Government and their sup- 
porters, are thus made clear by the follow- 
ing cvncise statements of facts which is 
furnished by the Hamilton Spectator : 

Mr. MoLaren in a Consorvative. 

Ho had a timber liv it on a stroam which 
in its natural stato would not fost his loge 
down, 

At a great exponse ho improved the stream, 
constractiog dams and alidea and in some 
places deopening and straightening the chan- 


no 

Then Mr, Caldwell bought a timber limit 
on the samo stream above Mr. McLaren's lim- 
it,aud proposed to float his logs down through 
Mr, MoLaren’s Improvements, 

Mr. McLaren said he might, provided he 
would euch and such tolls, 

Mr, Balawell said he was willing to pay 
some toll, but not at the rate demanded. That, 
ho eaid, was #0 high as to be prohibitive, If 
he paid it, it would take all his profits and he 
would lose money. 

Mr. MoLaren contended that without his 
improvements Mr, Caldwell could not have 
got his logs down at all; that tho rate asked 
wes only fair, considering the cost of the 
works, and he would accept no less, 

Atthis point issue was joined :nd they 
went to law about it, Ths court was quite 
competent to settle the dispute, and it did 
give adccision inthe matter. (In favor of 
Mr, MoLaren—Ep. Inv.) 

But Mr, Caldwell thought he could get it 
settled more to his advantage, A law oourt 
ho could not influence, He thought he could 
get the matter before a court which he could 

nonce, 

He has a relative who is a member of the 
Ontario Legislature, Whilc the lawsuit was 
pending a bill was brought before the Legis- 
lature professing to be a bill to protect the 

ablio interest io rivers, streams and crecks, 
ut really a bill to onable Mr. Caldwell to use 
Mr, MoLaren’s improvements at a rate of 
tolls fixed by Mr, Caldwell’s politiosl friends 
in Toronto. 

This law was unnecessary becauce it took 

izance of acase which the ciurts were 
fully ablo to decide, 

It was unjust because it provided a polit- 
cal board to fix the tolls which Mr. McLaren 
might charge. 

‘ t was illegal because it was an ex post facto 

Ww. : 

The Governor-General ia ouncil disallow- 
ed the act. 

An English statute provides that ‘neither 
“his Msjesty, nor his Privy Council have or 
“ought tohave any jurisdiction, power or 
** authority, by English bill, petition, articles, 
‘libel, or any other arbitrary way whatso- 
‘* ever, to examine or draw into question, de- 
*: termine or dispose of the lands, tenemants, 
‘‘ hereditaments, goods or chattels of any of 
‘ the subjects of this kingdom ; but that the 
‘*same ought to he tried and determined in 
‘*the ordinary courts of justice and by the 
“ordinary course of the law.” 

But that power which the English law 
refuses to the Crown, the Ontario law sought 
Be civa to the Lieutenant-Governor in Coun: 
¢ 


We have endeavored to mako apparent that 
atrict justice not only warranted, but demand- 
ed, the dissllowance of the act. 

Tho legalauthority of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to disallow is found in that provision of 
the British North Amerioa act which gives 
Parliament control over navigation and ship- 
ping. And it has been affirmed in an opinion 
cited by Chief Justice Dorion that the word 
nayigption includes the floating of logs or rafte 
on streams,

|Another Tussle with Three 
of the Family. 


Abrabam Shot in the Arm and Chief Me- 


Kinnon Laid up with Diows on the Lead,

the Robinsour, ving in the vicinity of Ma- 
do, bave again been heard from, Lt will he 
romembered what lively work William aod 
Lemuel made forthe County authorities on 
the occasion of their arrest for murdorcus 
esoault noarly a year ogo,and subrequeotly by 
their oscape from gaol, This iateresting 
family claim that thoy are “run on” and 
‘* maltreated and ‘misrepresented’ by tho 
neighbors ; bat unfortunatly their loudest 


complaints are mado aftor outrages, areoulte 


and dopredations in which they figure con- 
spiououely, ‘The fact in they aro a family of 
dosporadoor, who appoar to delight in violate 
ing tholaw morely for the fun of tho thing.

thinks { remain indoors for threo or four days 


and when their blood is up they are utterly 
reokloss. Thoy have, it soems, avowed that 
thoy will novor bo taken alive, and appear to 
bo determined to adhere to thoir resolve, even 
if it costs them their lives, 

Tho latest outrage committed by a mombor 
of this family was at Eldorado on Monday, 
the 6thinat, Rickardson Robinson and a 
boon companion named Seriua Empey went to 
Conlin’s Hotel in that village to search fora 
man whom thoy wanted to “lick.” Thoit 
intonded victim, however, could not be found 
there, and in rovenge the worhy pair des- 
troyot all the furniture they could lay thoir 
hands on, broke in three or four doors, and 
smashed several windows, Not satisfied 
with doiog damage to inanimate matter, they 
wound up by arsaulting o young man—an 
employce at the hotel—named olMenden, 
On Thursday Wolfendon came to town and 
lsid an information against Robinson and 
Empey. On Friday evening Chief McKinnon, 
oe High Constatlo of the County, went out to 
Madoc to arrest Robinson. Knowiog the 
desperate obaracter of the men he had. to 
deal with, he took Officer Cook with him 
from town, and also secured the assistance of 
Constable Langman, of Madoc 

Taking a rig, the three officers drove to the 
house of the Robinsons, which is about ten 
miles from Madoc, They arrived there just 
at daylight, Tho family, upfortunstely, had 
in tho meantime reveived information from 
someone in Madoo of their intended arrest, 
and when the officers arrived they found the 
Robinsons preparod for them, It was sub- 
sequently learned that Ri-hardson had an 
hour or two before hidden himselt in the 
neighborhood, but had returned to the house, 
thinking that the officers had probably de- 
ferred their visit until later in the day, He 
bad returned to the house but a very few 
minutes before Chief McKinnon and his as- 
sistanta got there. As the party approached 
the house—a large framo structure, atanding 
with one end to the road-they heard a window 
raise, and on ging around to the otber end 
of the house Chief McKinnon founda window 
open. Stationing Cook there with instruc- 
tions to stop anybody who might try to escape 
therefrom, he posted Langman at tho. back 
door with similar inetructions, After telling 
the two men to hurry into the house 
if they heard any sounds of an affray,the Ohiet 
went to the front door and knook He was 
auswered by sevoral voices from within. It 
was his intention tomake tho arrest peace- 
ably if it wero possible to do so,and he at once 
tola who he wasand what was his mission, 
and advised the family to allow him to come 
in and arrest his man without any fuss and 
trouble, ‘hore was no reply to this, but the 
Chief heard the men inside encouraging each 
other to “‘stand their ground” and using sun- 
dry expressions not at all complimentary to 
littl» further parley, the 
Chief informed them tbat if they did not open 
the door immediately he would break it in. 
There being no answer to this threat, he placed 
his shoulder against the door and forced it. 
When it flow open the Chief deacried, in the 
dim light, three of the Robinsons, each with 
a massive club in his hand, confronting him 
inthe narrow pessage-way. He advanced 
romans thom, avd they retired into a 

rge room opening iato the passage at 
the right. Following them into the room, 
he was met, on entering the door, bya 
blow on the head from one of the clubs, This 
was quickly followed by another blow on the 
shoulder. Rapidly drawing back two or steps 
in order to defend himself, the Chief drew a 
revolver, and asthe three rushed towards 
him with upraised cluls, he aimed at the 
right arm of the one nearest him, and fired. 
The shot took effect in the elbow, aud the 
club fell from his hands. ‘he other two, 
however, closed in, ania scufile ensued. 
By thistime, Cook and Langman had .ot 
into theroom. ‘The latter, unfortunately, 
was 80 excited tht he did not know what he 
was about; or it is possible that the accidont 
which ensued was owing to the darkness of 
the room. Langman held in his hand a stou’ 
hickory club—largo enough to fell an ox, and 
with thishe strack the Chief a tremendous 
blow on the right sideof the head. He fell 
stunned to the floor, and lay there tor a few 
moments unable to rise, Langman raised his 
club to deal another blow, but luckily was 

revented from doing so by Officer Cook, who 
ttheman whom ho was engaged with in 
order to save the Chief, R'chardson 
Robinson took advantage of this little 
hiatus to effect his esoape. The hostilities 
then ceased, anda general binding up of wounds 
ensued, Several shots had been Bred by the 
Robinsons during the melee, but strange to 
say not one took effect. Cook says that as 
he entored the room a pistol was discharged 
so close to his face that he smelt the powder, 
and the fiash almost blinded him for the in- 
stant. The only shot fired on the other side 
was tho one from the Chief, which took effect 
in Abraham Robinson’s elbow. Besidos this 
injary, Chief McKinnon was suffering and in 
a hajf-dazed condition from the terrible blows 
which ho had received on the head, from 
which the blood was still flowing freel , his 
shoulders and arms wero badly bruised. and 
his left tl.unb was sprained ; Cook had re. 
ceived twocr three bad blows on the head 
which wore bleeding profusely, and had re- 
ceived a tremendous ioe on the left wiiat 
which bad for the time being rendered tho 
arm quite helpless, bosides being bruised 
about the shoulders; William Robinson and 
Langmen were also injured, though not so 
seriously. Abraham's arm was bound up as 
well as could be done under the ciroumstances 
and the five men started for Madoc in the 
sleigh in which the three officers had como,in 
order to place Abraham under surgical treat- 
ment, Chief McKinnon was  undor 
tho impression that Abraham Robin. 
son was Richardson, the appearance of 
the former corresponding exactly with that 
of tho description which had been given of 
ichsrdson, But he was soon disabused of 
thas idea. Wher they badgot a short dis 
tance fron the hoyse they wero met by a man 
with ariflo, and when the Chief inquired of 
William who he was, he was told it was 
Richardson. Ho had comethere in ordor to 
reacue his brothera from tho officers, thinking 
that they were prisouors, Ho was only dis- 
suaded from shooting by his brothor William, 
who begged him to desist Chief McKinnon 
theo alighted from the sleigh and advanced to- 
ward Richardson, who brought his rifle into 
poation, swearing thathe woyld die before 
wing taken. Bofore the Chiof could adyance 
any further, howoyer, William Robingon ran 
between the two and entroated the Chief not 
to at.empt to make thearreat then, for there 
would nurcly bo bloodabed, Feeling that it 
would not be prudent to go any further 
with the matter, as hoe waa in anything

The surface appoarance of Lake Manitoba in 
winter timé is extremely pooulier, Ih ocor- 
tain districts and for milés there is a calm, 
dea levol, This is brokeawmow and then by 
a ridge of ice drifted in the early soason be- 
fore tho frost had frozon it sufliciontly to pre- 
Vout it from breaking by the action’ of the 
wave. Ihave seen these barricades ‘miles in 
length, so long that before trying to fiad an 
ond to them the teamstera would risk croes- 
ing, cuttingup his animals very much at 
times and in more than oho instance they haye 
to'rotrace and make a aecond perhaps fatile 
effort to force » passage, and sometimes suc- 
cessful, but in most cases the movement. is 
done at the expense of the animals, 
tho traders find their chief diffioulty is in driv- 
ing from the open lake into tho woods to find 
& camping spot where they can, free from the 
gutting wind, cook thei dinner. and also find 
a place to sleop for the night.

Whore some rock standing out alone in mid- 
lake with no protection save its own rock 
bottom, impenetrzblo, immovable foundation, 
eae a lonely by itself, breasts the tempest 
driven, form crowned waves, which wash in 
facyand with maddened spray its inoffensive 
bat impregnable columo. Bathed over and 
over with the waters of tho lake, it forms in

sure, I put on my snow shoes and walked to 
the topmost peak, and looking dowa into the 
very bowels of this xtrauge structure, bsheld 
& grotesque mass of frozon ice and snow, the 
shape of which would miake one imagine that 
be wa; in dream-land. These rocky reefs are 
but what there are add 
wonderfully to the curiosities of the Lake, 
In addition to other dsngere, the travellor 
Should’ be very carefal td avoid the broad 
cracks in the ice. Ihave geen them as wide 
as four feet, and extromely dangerous to cross, 
‘Thers is a great ceal of travelling dove over 
the lake in winter with dog trains. The In- 
diavs travel almost oxclusively in this mabner. 
They, are not a bit particular when thoy travel 
—the night is} st as agreeable to them as the 
day. While crossing from og Henry Bay to 
the ‘‘narrowr,”’ wo mot Chief Nut-a wasing, 
of Dog Henry Bay band, on his way home 
with a dog train Jo.ded with whitefish. We 
could see a long distance on tho san lake, 
and from the time he came in sight ho was 
runniog alongside of his load. When ho 
came up to us we all shook hands with his 
majesty. He madea shost stay and wont 
oo, aud from tho time he loft us until he dis- 
appsared he wes running still, Tost same 
night, whon We camped about midnight, 
while wo were asleep the dogs at the fireside 
made a noige barking, The noice awakened 
us to hear someone whooping far in the dis 
tance, aud was assured by some of the half- 
breeds in the ined that it was tho chief run- 
niog up the lake going back after tish. Ho 
was ruouing at the time, aud 1 nappane ho is 
running yet. The Indian and half-breed are 
great ranners. Tam fully cOnvinced from 
what I hae seen of them that’ they can run 
a whole day «itbont being fatigued in the 
least. Agests and all who can afford to hire 
help keop these men in thei¢ employ to drive 
their dogs, While thus travelling by night 
they can s.cop in the cariole and trust to the 
faithtul Indian to manage tho dog train. : 
Passing Steop Rock Point, we came in 
sight of the long peninsula.on the west side 
the lake and an extensive point known as 
irch Point, The necks of land running out 
into the water, almost theeting each other, 
hide from view tho Foirford..Bay and the 
mouth of Fairford River, Passing botween 
thogo neoks of land and through tho Channel, 
we enter Fairford Bay, one of the most beau- 
tiful sheets of water that over nature formod, 
It ia nearly fifteen miles long and of an ayer- 
age width of four miles, and’ not more than 
five miles wide in ite broadbat part. Tts 
banks are very oyon and sandy, pon its 
shores, both north gnd soyth, timbor—spruoe, 
pine and poplar—of the largest growth and in 
the greatest quantity can ‘be seen,  Theeo 
forests aro dense aud extend back from the 
water’s edge for miles. One would think from 
the picture that it presonts in winter time 
that it could be none other than an unrofil. 
od sheet in summer, To my idea it would 
be one of the most delightfal spots in tho 
uplvorse for a sumnior reajdguce, ‘The water 
ia like that of the lake of whichit forms part, 
as cloar ay a éprivg and very healthful, Its 
sandy banks afford splendid opportunitios for 
bathing, and the amount of gamo that 
can be shot anywhere upon its ehoreg 
will afford the keenest pleasures to many 
who delight in that kind of opjoymont, 
while its sholtorod aituat on bordered as it is 
by tall grown troos, would protect it from

Woodhouse aad councillors of the: Fairford 
band have been pleased to tell me, but from 
whatI have heard heard from in my trip 
through these reserves, Every whore that 
I went from somp reason or other the Indians 
would wait upon me and tell the etory of 
their disappointment, and upon all sides 1 
could see wholesale evidences of itive 
neglect, and want ot knowledge on the part 
of the authorities. I became so interested 
io these people that I made searchiog in- 
the agents’ 
manner of dealing with them, and the result 


flattering to the Indian Department here, 
and Mr, Mo Jaul the Inspector, and J will 
say that in justice to the trusting, confiding, 
and loyal Indian that there should without 
any unnecessary dolay be a thorough investi- 
gation made of the Indian affairs in these 
particular reserve. The Indians of these 
three reserves aro settled upon heavily tim- 
ered land covered with pine, spruce, tam- 
arac and very large lar, some of the latter 
measuring twenty-eight inches in diameter 
and growing to an altitude of eighty feet, and 
98 dense as any of the forests of Ontario and 
Quebec, Now, these men are promised axes 
and necersary implements for the clearing of 
this land, in order that they might be abls to 
releo crops for their own eustepance, avd if 
possible to sell, and to my astonishment I 
found in one reserve eightves little travelling 
aod four largo chopping axes ; and with theso 
littlo toye, for uothing else yoacan call them, 
theso energetic Indians had erected a good 
comfortable dwelling hewn from large timber, 
A difficult task, indeed, in every house there 
isa fireplace built by them, aud how such 
ingeauity can be brought inte practice with- 
out the aid of mal'et or hammer is astonishing 
tome. Although they were promised a box 
of building tools for each band, not a single 
chisel has been rec iyed by them, neyertheless 


stop them from preparing comfortable homes 
for themselves. Without ¢ven a logging chain 
they had colleoted together the heavy materi- 
al for their use, and their dwelliogs as they now 
atand are monuments of their unconquerable 
energy.

ars not possessed of eyea a hoo, Tho o-ly 
thiog they have io their possession is a grind- 
sione, twenty pounds weight, and one and 
one half inoshes in thickness. A very tender 
article itis to be plaved in the hands of men 
who know nothing at all about using it, It 
was shown to mo by one of them, broken in 
half dozen piecss and tied together with 
strings. If the agent had understood any- 
thing about the wants of. the Iodians, or the 
unechooled habits of theso aborigines, he 
would haye sent tothe proper quarter and 
have procured a worn down stone from some 
axefactory that would have answered as a tar- 
get for cannon practice. The Chief of the 
Fairford band mot the Iaspector in Winnipeg 
and asked him after repeated requests to try 
and send them that chest of tools as promised; 
then and there the promised was resolved 
and still the tools are not received. They 
were aluo informod that if they would erect a 
house for a school,the department would furn- 
ish the interior with all the necessaries, They 
all as with one accord and with glad hoarts, 
drow out the timber for ‘the school, and to 
this day it remaina whore it was drawn await- 
ing the coming af those long urantied articles 
so that they might build an edifice that would 
be q credit to the roverve and the pride of 
ovory man interostod in the rottlement. I 
know that tho Indians hore aro very anxious 
that thoir children should be educated and to 
see the amount of interest that is taken in 
this mattor by them, would surprise ou. 
Thore ianot a childin this rvesorve from 
eight yeara and upward bat can write 
his or her own name, a fact that those 
red meg are highly proud of. Seed is sont

Public Schools, at five dollars each, is pro- 
vided for, and for the inspection of 196 
Separate Schools an Inspector at a salary 
of $1,400 is allotted.

The Murray Canal. 


The stetemont of the Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals, in reply to Mr. John 
White, that the survey of the proposed 
routes for the Murray Canal has been com- 
pleted; that the Chief Engineer is engaged 
in choosing the best location; and that, 
upon this being done, the contract will be 
let and the work of construction pushed on 
vigorously, will be received with the great- 
est of satisfaction throughout the Bay 
district. The people of Hastings, Prince 
Edward,Lennox and Northumberland have 
for many years past desired the construction 
ofthe Murray Canal, but something un- 
toward always prevented the carrying out 
ofthe project until the present Minister 

* of Custows, with characteristic ability 
avd energy, “ucceeded in impressing upon 
his colleagues the necessity which existed 
for this short canal. Through Mr. Bowell’s 
offorts,ably backed as he has been by other 
gentlemen, the Government are fully com- 
mitted to the work, which will be complet- 
ed at asoarly a date as possible. This 
will be a disappointment to our locai 
contemporary and the Picton 7'imes, which 
have indulged in « good deal of ill-omened 
croaking on tho subject, but the goneral 
public will appreciate the fact that the 
Government's tariff policy has been so 
successful a6 to permit of the construction 
of this work, end will thauk the Minister 
of Oustoms and the other gentlemen who 
have taken an active part in forwarding the 
project. 


The Trade and Navigation Returns show 
that in 1878 Onnadaimported from Eng- 
land sugar above No, 13 ta the yalue of 
$2,491,786 ; in 1881 the importation was 
only $480,312. In 1878 we imported, of 
the same sugar,from the U. S. to the value 
of $2,662,735 ; and in 1881 the importa- 
tion was only $98,871. The meaning of 
this, says the Mail, is that in 1881 we 
changed the whole character of our trade, 
and manufactured for ourselves, the amount 
of wages paid to our own people bein 
something immense. 


The official returns enable the Mail to 
show to what extent the N. P. has oasisted 
the Canadian manufacturers in the home 
market, Our contemporary says :—‘‘It is 
worth the notice of the intelligent reader, 
that while our exports for the year ending 
30th June last were $98,290,823, the lar- 
gest figure since Oonfoderation, our im- 
ports for consumption were but $91,611,- 
604, nearly $7,000,000 lees than our ex- 
ports. But another point is still more 
striking, viz , that oar imports for the yoar 
are still about $35,000,000 less than in 
1873, Now, our population has increased 
about 500,000 at least in that time, our 
consumption must haye been more than our 
import ; and therefore, we may say that 
at least the N. P. has enabled us to havea 


home market for that $35,000,000 of pro- 
duots.”’

A grower, yesterday, 
who had some hops on his hands which he 
had bought at 25c., said he would not 
sell a bale of them, or of those he had 
grown himself, until he could get that 
figure. Ho will wedt till June—apd_per- 
haps longer. Occasionally; however, a 
grower is found willing to take what is 
offered him, and there are enough augh to 
meet the light demand there is for export 
and from brewers. There were only 40 
baies bought in Uties during the week, 
but about 350 sold. One dealer believing 
the market ix breaking unicadsd 300 
bales. —Herald.

Twine for making fishing nets is furnishod 
them in quantities about one sixteenth as 
much a8 they could use to advantage. They 
aro gaaranteed enough twine to make what 
tithing nets they require, and it takes about 
six balls of twino to make a not such as they 
use, and this cheap material is furnished them 
at the rato of one-half boll each. 

Time and space will not allow me to make 
knowa to you one-half the mischief that this 
irregular manner of working is creating among 
those Indians. 1 could write a volume upon 
this subject if space could be spared in your 
columns, but I think that enough has been 
said to induce tho dopartment at Ottawa to 
look into the matter ia a right way, which it 
is sur. to do, 

But beforo closing this portion of my letter 
I will firat add at tho rc est of Chief Wood- 
house, of tho Fairford bard, That is that 
when they entered the treaty they were pro- 
mised as socn as they erected a house and 
stables they would be entitled toa yoke of 
oXen, waggon, harness, a plough and har- 
row. The waggon and other articles never 
came, but the chiéfé Were adyised to take 
money for the waygon, receiving forty dollars 
down, the balancenexs treaty. From that 
time until to-day they have heard nothing 
abont it. They have potitioned the agont so 
treqaently respecting these matters that the 
declare they are sick of it, and think it is 
about time they were receiving satisfaction 
from some quarter, Tasked the chief if he 
thought the Government at Ottawa were to 
blame for theso irregularities, 
was “no.” Saidhe, “I am eure that our 
Government does not know anything abont 
the way we are being treated, The fault ‘is 
all this side of the Government. But we are 
very anxious that they should know all about 
uy, and Tam very glad that you have come 
among us so that through you the Govern- 
men’ may know how we are boing treated.” 


THE SIMPSON TREATY 


was the tiret treaty signed and entered into 
by the Indians of tue Northwest, and since 
then another ono, the “ Morris treaty,” has 
becn*formed and entered into, and the arti- 
cles of the latter treaty are widely different 
from the Simpson terms, AsI understand it, 
the former sllowed each head ia the treaty $3 
LS year in cash, besides presents from the 

overnment in the way of implementa, &.. 
They lived up to the articles of the original 
treaty in good faith withoat recciving the 
presents promised by the authorities and ex- 
pected bythe Indians, and before the fallil- 
mont of that treaty the latter was formed, al- 
lowing each individual of each reserve fiye 
dollars per annum, without any presents from 
tho Government, The Indians are still ex- 
pooting the articles promised them, according 
to thé ** Simpson treaty,” and which they are 
anxious to receive, I am not conversant with 
the articles of either treaty, but this I do 
kuow, that tho Indians are greatly dissatisfied, 
and the ssoner a proper understanding is come 
to between them and tho authorities, the 
soonor there will be contentment’ among these 
Joyal Bubjects of the crown. 

These poor benighted individuals are living 
in faith that the Government of Oanads, the 
dircot agents of the Great White Mother, who 
they believe is very kind to them, and wants 
to do right with them, will somo day set overy- 
thing aright between thom and hor,—aud 
from Synday to Sunday they are taught to 
believe the same by the Missionary in the 
pulpit ; and if steps are not taken soon to act 
matters on a proper intelligent Basis, there 
will be the greatest disappotntment and dis- 
trust among them that it is possible to imagine, 

Iam informed upon good authority that 
there are people living in this part of the 
country and drawing treaty who’ have vot i 
drop of rc blood in their veins, and also that 
there are halfbrecds on these reserves who 
had sold their property farther sonth and 
come up higher, who have really a bank ‘ao- 
count at Winnipeg through the sale of their 
lands, This, if tras, should not be allowed 
to exist, as the treaties of this. country area 
very heavy burden to the Dominion acd 
should not be inoreased, but on tho contrary 
deoreased, and J am confident that a great de- 
crease couldand shaquld be made. For my 
part, I cannot eve the propriety of the Goy- 
ernment paying out treaty money to largo, 
ablo-bodied, idle halfbreed young men who 
could, by going away from home, gommsr” 
from $2.25 to $3 per day waged upor 
the railways of the country. =| .

Tho attendance of the mom- 
bors of the Committoo was considerably larger 
than ueval. The Bill provides for tho consol- 
idation of the Toronto and Nipissing, Whitby, 
Port Porry and Lindsay, Victories, Toronto 
and Ottawa, Grand Junction, and Midland 
Railway Companies into one Company, undor 
tho namo of the ‘* Midland Railway of Cava- 
da,” and the rat’fication of an agreement bo- 
twoen them to that offect. 

Tho petition of the City of Belleville was 
read, praying that tho Grand Junction might 
bo not included in the amalgamation, as tho 
rights of Belleville in that live would thereby 
destroyed and rendéred valuoless, 

After somo partios reprosontiog the Town 
of Lindsay and the County of Victoria had 
been heard, 

Mr. L. H. Henderson, City Solicitor of 
Belleville, urged that tho convolidation of the 
Grand Junotion with tho other reads would be 
a great injustice to Belleville, which had 
bonused the road to the extent of $150,000 in 
order to seoure local advantages of which 
amalgamation woald deprive them, It was 
provided that tho hea office, of the Company 
were to be in Belldville —that six of the di- 
reotors should be citizens of Belleville, and 
that the Mayor should be on the Board ex- 
ojicio—that they should carry cordwood at a 
low rate, and that Belleville shoul. be the 
eastern terminus of the road. Tho pateage of 
tho Bill would violate every condition under 
which these bonuses wero granted, and if the 
Grand Junction were incladed in the consoli- 
dation they askod that they ehopld be re- 
couped a portion of the money advanced as 
bonures, If tho ill were carried in ita pro- 
sent shape the peuple of Belloyille would con- 
sider that they had simply thrown away

On the 13th inst,, Sir Charles Topper be 
submitted the annual report of the Dopart- 
ment of Railways to Juno 30th last. Tho 
report shows the total length of the Oana- 
dian Pacifico Railway from Callender to 
Port Moody to be 2,629 miles, and from 
Ottawa to Callender 235 miles, being in all, 
Ottawa to Port Moody, 2,864 miles, 

The lines operated by the Government, 
with their mileago, during the year were:— 

Intercolonial,840 miles; Canadian Pacitic 
(ten months only), 229 ; Prince Edward 
Island, 199 ; Windsor branch, maintained 
only 32 miles. Total, 1,300 miles. The 
revenue account shows a profit of $542 on 
the year’s operations of the Intercojonial, 
and of $54,443 on the Canadian . Racitio, 
with a loas of $61,991 on the Prince Edward 
Railway, and $3,039 on the Windsor 
Branch ; tho total expenditure for working 
expenses being $2,220,421,anda the,receipts 

$2,200,486. Deficit, $19,635.

Tho 
proposal was share for share, to that no one 
would get any more than he had inthe other 
companies, It was open for the proprictors 
of any of the companies concerned to take 
stock up to the full value of the stock of

This expenditure makes the total cost of 
the Intercolonial, $38,974,455. The gross 
earnings of the Intercolonial show an in- 
crease of $254,095 over the previous year, 
being $54,775 for passengers and $119,318 
for freight and mails, For the first time in 
its history, the receipts of the road exceed- 
ed the expenditure, the receipts having been 
$1,760, 393,92 and the working expenses $1,- 
759,851.27, leaving a value of $642.25. This 
is a small sum, but as compared with Mr. 
Mackenzie's snnual deficit of half a million 
a year in the working of the road it shows 
what careful and economical administration 
willdo. - — 

The Prince Edward Island Railway has 
cost so far $3,466,588. The gross earnings 
were $131,131, or $17,280 over the previous 
year. The groes exponditure was $203,122, 
or $38,482 over the previous’ year. 

The three sections of the Pacitic Railway 
from Cross Lake to Selkirk, 75 miles ; 
Selkirk to Emerson, 86 miles ; and Winni- 
peg to Portage la Prairie, 86 miles—in all 
229 miles—paid $54,553 over,working ex- 
penses. 

There was a loss of $3,039.42 in working 
the Nova Scotia line,and in working all the 
roads under Government control there was 
& loss of $19,935.14, which is considerably 
over half a million less than under the 
Mackenzie regime, Thisis an exhibit of 
which the country may well be proud.

Wepnespay, Feb. 15. 

After routine Mr, Creighton moved the 

second reading of his Bill, which proposes 
to dolaway with the supervision of the 
Inspector of Prisons in the matter of the 
salaries paid by County Oouncils to gaol- 
ers, eto, The hon. member contended 
that the section of the Municipal Act mak- 
ing salaries ‘‘ subject to the'revision or the 
requirement of the Inspector of Prisons” 
had long remained inoperative, and had 
only been put in action in the case of the 
county of Hastings, where the Government 
desired to favor a political supporter. As 
the Oounty Councils practically paid, they 
should also fix the salarivs. 

Mr, Wood in reply cited the salaries paid 
to gaolers in places of a similar size to 
Hastings, and contended that the Govern- 
ment had not injudiciously exercised their 
powers inrequesting that the salary in 
Belleville be raised from $400 to $600. 

Mr. Meredith thought that such a 
power ought not to be reposed in the Goy- 
ernment as it enabled them to advancethe 
interests of political sympathisers. 

The Bill was defeated by 50 to 21,

When ono speaks of travelling in tho 
North Woat, the listenor in his own miod 
pictures to himsclf tho vast rolling prairio 
Whioh is the characteristic of that great coun 
try. -That an entiro summor should bo spent 
b continuous travel, hundreds of miles being 
travarsed, and pot an acre of prairie soen, 
Would be oontrary to the idea people ordina- 
rily have of tho nature of this country, but in 
the course of these letters thore will be ded- 
oribed a sootion of the Northwost of as large 
ap extent asthe Province ef Ontario, which 
if Composod entirely of wood and water, with 
no prairie intervening. : 

The mothod of reaching Fort Pelly (formor- 
ly the capital of the Northwest ‘Torritories) 
from Winnipeg, is by steamer to Kort Ellice, 
and thence overland with carts, or with carts 
the entire distance from Winnipeg, and this 
was tho mothod used in 1874 5 to convoy ma- 
chivery, provisions, eto. to Swan River barracks 
(or Livingstone, as it is now called) for the use 
of the Mounted Police, whose headquarters 
had through some unaccountable oversight on 
the pas of the late Government been located 
at that place. But to reach Fort Pelly by 
water otherwise than by means of the Assini« 
boine had never been thought o!, and although 
we succeeded in doing so during the past sea- 
sop, I may venture to etate that the attempt 
will never be made aga u, as, like the North- 
West pasange, whatevor may be tho satisfac- 
tion of having ac omplished the journey, it is 
more ‘thin counterbalanced by the diffioulty 
and dangor to be eacountered. 


The intention iu etarting was to reach Fort 
Pelly by way of Lakes Manitobaand Winni- 
pegoosis and the Red Deer and Swan rivers, 
and to do this Totogan. on Lake Manitoba as 
the starting point, had to be reached, and the 
timo occupied io arriving at that place will 
form the subject matter of this letter, 


Leaving Wionipeg at 8 a.m., Portage La 
Prairie was reached early in the afternoon, 
and here we were to remain until the follow- 
ing morning, when the remaining part of 
the distance to Totogan would be made with 
horses, Having heard much of ‘‘The Por- 

e” and wishing to see for ourselves how 
this “Garden City of the West” compared 
with Winnipeg and our own towns, wo spent 
part of the evening ‘‘doing” the city. Thore 
had been heavy of rain during the week 
and the streets wero not in the best condition 
for walking or rather wading, for there were 
no sidewalks and the mud was ankle deep 
everyWhere and in many places reached our 
knees; but ignoring this alight drawback we 
boldly plodded up the princi street and 
through the business part of the city. Not- 
withstanding that the reports we had heard 
of the place were rather highly colored, Por- 
tage La Prairio, when the atreeta aro dry, 
mast be a pretty place indeed, and will be 
a place of no small importance, possessing as 
it.does all the advantages that railroads a:d 
ateamboats afford, and with a farming 
country around it surpassed by none in 
Manitoba. Asin all wostern towns, the 
streets are extremely wide, asa few extra 
feot are no consideration in the laying out of 
one of those places where the amount ot land 
taken up by the streets depends entirely upon 
the whim of the promoter of the city—that is 
to be, 


On our return to Ontario I learned that 
there was nw not one Portage la Prairie but 
three, One being built up arouoad the Hudson 
Bay store, ashort distance to the west of the 
original town, and the other about a mile to 
the north-east, but exactly where this is sit- 
uated no one but its ownera know, although I 
have heard that quite a number of lots in this 
place have been sold in our own county as 
Portage la Prairie lots, 


Bright and carly tho uext morning, 
two teams to carry our provisions, we were 
on our way to Totogan. Our road lay over 
the level prairie, aud as it was a bright, clear 
day wo thought nothing of the twonty-five 
milcs that we were told intervened between 
us and our destination, but we were to: find 
before ovening that walking what is, called 
twenty-five miles was a more difficult under- 
taking than at first we hadimagined it, Dur- 
iag the forenoon and until betwoon three and 
fuur in the afternoon the road was compara- 
tively epesking good, but about this time 
water begau to show itself, the ground became 
softer and the stoppages to extricate the 
waggons from the “sloughs” became more 
frequent, When-within two and a half miles 
of Totogen the horses gave out, and reaching 
a little knoll the men who had charge of them 
announced their intention of remaining there 
all night, and building fires to kosp off the 
mosquitoes they began to get their suppers. 
The rest of us determined to push on to 
‘Yotogan, and in order toreach there before 
dark did not atop toeatanything. 

The mosquitoes had troubled usa little all 
day, but it was aot until the sun began to 
sink below the horizon that woroalized that 
perhaps there might be some little truth in 
the stories we had heard concerning their 
numbers. Asthe sun sank lower and Jower, 
they rose in myriads from the wot grass, un- 
til at last the air was black with thom and 
they covered us from hend to foot, and = way- 
ing our arme around our heads wo ‘sta 
down the road as fast.as' our woary limbs 
would carry us, hoping by good luck to reach 
Totogan before we wore entirely eaten up, 
The farther wo advanced the deeper the mud 
and water became, until a turn in the road 
brought to our view a group of buildings about 
a quarter of a mile ahead of us, and we know 
we had reached the end of our day’s travel. 
But between us ond the yillago intervened a 
broad expanse of water, and not kuowing how 
doop it might be, we shouted toa man who 
appeared in front of ono of the housos, osking 
how we wore to reach him, and received tho 
encouraging reply, “Tho bost way you can. 
Our caso was too desperate to admit of any 
delay, as wo were nearly crazy with the pain 
from the mosquito bites So consoling our: 
selves with the knowledge that we could all 
swim, wo mado a graud rash and in a few 
minutes woro assisted from tho water 
into the one hotol of tho villago, whose 
doorstep wags oD & lovel with the water, 
and wo woro safe at least in the place whoro, 
in the morning, wo had fondly hoped to pitch 
ourtents on tho banks of somo crook and 
spend a day or two in examining the country 
around whoro we thon wore, but there 
was potas foot of dry ground within miles of 
us. 1 slopt that night in the best bod tho 
hotel could afford and dreamod I was again 
in the woods with mosquitos surrounding me, 
tortuiing mo with red-hot needles, Before 
they proceeded to make an ond of my miser- 
able life, 1 awoke with “a start of horror to 
find that it was all a dream, and that inatend 
of mosquitoca it was acothor dooiaen of that 
wondorful country, (that is somotimos soem 
in Outario) that had porsorsion of tho bed 
boforo I entered it, avd in its own little way 
was aesorting ita title to it ‘*b “sb of prior 
possession,” #0 drossivg myself, rovignod 
in favor of its ri btfal occupants, and the bed 
took care of itsolf the romatnder of the night. 

Totogan is built at the janotion of th» 
White Mud avd Rat Creeks, and jos? bolow 
itth ro ism frooforry, At this point Mr. 
Pratt, of Winonipog, bas a stoam saw mil|,and 
has a small tag on Lake Manito ds to bring

though none of thom were over 18 inchos in 
thickness, 

Owing to the rico of tho water in Lake 
Manitoba (tho causes of which I will give in 
a future letter) the whole couatry mround 
Totogan is subwerged and conseqrently all 
cultivation has ceased and thoss who had 
farms have left them, as whore but a fow 
yoare: ago” largo “crops were grown, tho 
water is now from two to three foot in depth, 
and it must have risen considerably daring 
tho past summor, as I was told at Fort Pelly 
that a month after we wero thore peop’s had 


the bar and paddled out again, but as to tho 
truth of this I can not vouch, as in the west 
thoro is a friondly strife carried on, regardle, 
of trath, asto who can tell tho biggest story 
and wo had just been relating our experiences 
whon we received the above information, In 
my next letter I will give n short sketch of 
the haps and mishaps of tho first two or three 
days on Lako Manitoba. J, M. 


The Militia. 


In the militia report, Goneral Luard says 
with regard to permanent echools of instruc- 
tion, that, after seeing many of the rural bat- 
talions, ho is contirmed in bis opiaion that 
permanent infantry. schools of instruction, 
should bo established, where officers of 
that branoh may obtain those adyantages 
already gran for many years, with 
such marked success, to the Artillery. He 
recommends at least three such sobools, 
one for Oatario, for which the old barracks in 
Toronto could be used; one for Quebec, at 
St. Helen's Ieland, opporite Montreal, and 
one for the Maritimo Provinces, at some cen- 
tral point at which railroads converged, in 
regard to camp instruction, he spoke of tho 
necessity of the whole force to be so instruct- 
ed every year, and suggests that one of the 
following courses should be adopted: 
Either decide the number of mento be main- 
tained, multiply that number by fifteen (the 
estimated cost in dollars per man of sixteen 
days in camp), and vote that eum for training 
purposes, or cleo decide the amoant of money 
available, and, divided by 15, you will ascer- 
tain the number of men for which this sum 
will sutlice, and let that be the total number 
of militiato be kept up, With regard to 
keoping up fortifications, he saya: ‘1 trust 
that something may bo done during the ensu- 
ing year to keep so proud an old fortress as the 
citadel at Quebec from falling into decay, and 
repair other important military buildings fast 
going to ruin, notably the drill shed at Mont- 
real, the forts at Point Levis, and the works 
at Toronto, St, John, N. B., and elsewhere.” 
On the subject of the military college, he 
says: ‘‘l am anxious again tobring to your 
notice the desirability of promising and pro. 
viding civil employment for some of the ca- 
dets who out of tho college with great 
credit to themeslves and to the instruction 
they havo received, but who are unable per- 
haps to accept the commissions offered 
by the Imperial Government,” After some re- 
marks on uniforms and equipments he speaks 
of the torce as follows : 

‘The mlitiaman of Cavada appears to haye 
one sterling merit, regularity of conduct. 
From all the reports made to me I gathered 
that he is eminently sober, willing and intelli- 
gent. It follows, therefore, the militia of 
Canada warts sufficient instructions under 
properly qualified teachers and for a sufficient 
period to become most valuable troops, I 
trust the want fally felt by all officers, non- 


commissioned officers and men, viz., the want 


of instruction, may be supplied ere long by 
the establishment of permanent infantry 
schools, The migratory nature of the employ- 
ment of many of the men makes it difficult 
to arrive at efficiency. Rut this might per- 
haps be scmewhat lessened if the men felt 
assured of annual instead of biennal drill. 
Another method of inducing men to remain 
in the force would be to let the pay for the 
first year be 25 cents per day, forthe second 
year 50 cents, for the third year 75 cents, in- 
stead of, as itis at present, 50 cents per day 
forthe whole of the period of enrolment. 
Taken as a whole I think I may say that the 
endeavors towards proficiency hava, .doring 
the drill season of 1881, been praiseworthy, 


The Small Pox. 
A RECEIPT FOR WHAT IS CLAIMED TO BE AN 


f INFALLIBLE CURE. 


At the time of the small pox scare, in 
1872, when Boston was so sorely afllicted, 
a receipt for a remedy was twice published 
in the Hartford Times, and some one in 
Boston obtained a copy accompanied by a 
letter from the editor, who stated that there 
were people in Hartford to vouch for ite 
éfliciency. It is said that a pereon in Ohio 
in a case of confluent small pox, where the 
doctor had little hope, found that it saved 
the patient’s life. Other cases were then 
tried, and every one was successful. The 
remedy was said to be equally sure in scar- 
let feyer, and to prevent or cure the small 

, even though the pittings were filling. 
The receipt was as follows : 

‘' Sulphate of zinc, one grain ; foxglove 
(digitalis), one grain; half a teaspoonful 
of augar ; when thoroughly mixed, add four 
ounces of water, Take a teaspoonful every 
hour.’

The Newmarket Era, the editor of which 
is one of the oldest, most consistent and 
most respectable journalists in the Pro- 
yinoe, thus witheringly rebukes the auto-

The Railway Commission Bill, 


Mr. McCarthy's Pill to eatablish a court 
of Railway Commissioners to decide all 
disputes arising out of railway matters, pro- 
vides that three Commissioners shall be ap- 
pointed by the Government one of whom 
shall be an experienced lawyer, and one aman 
experienced in railway matters. The court 
shallbavea Registrar who shall be remunerated 
by fees. The powers of the Commissioners 
are thus defined ; ‘‘The said Commissioners 
shall, with reference to all the matters men- 
tioned in this Act, have full power and author- 
ity : T» make such orders or decisions or di- 
rections (including injunctions) as to them 
shall seom just, and whether any remedies or 
jurisdiction with respect to such matters did 
or did not therefore exist; the said Commis- 
eioners shall have the follawing powers, that 
is to say, they may by themselves, or by any 
person appointed by them, onter and inspect 
any place or building—the ontrance or 
inspection of which appears to them re- 
quisite ; they may require the attendance 
of all such persons as they think tit to 
call before them and examine, and may 
require answers and returns to such enquiries 
as they think fit to make; they may require 
the production of all books, papers and docu- 
ments relating to the matter before them; 
they may administer oaths; they may, when 
sitting in open court, punish for contempt in 
like manner, and to the same extent as a 
judge at nisi prius; they may issue subpcenas 
commanding the attendance for examination 
of any witness, and also the production of 
any document at the time and place men- 
tioned in such subpcona such subpena shall 
be signed by one of the Commissioners, and 
shall in other respects be in the same form as 
subpenas issued out ofthe Supreme Court; 
and the disobedience to such subponas shall 
be deemed a contempt of court, and shall be 
punishable in a manner and to the like ex- 
tent; and witnesses shal) be entitled to the 
like conduct money, asin the case of sub- 
ponas issued out of the Exchequer 
Court. They shall report each year to 
the Government on their proceedings 
during the year.

favor have been incorrect or are untrothful, 
or if it has been a failure and a burden on 
the people, as the Globe, the Times and the 
free trade press generally assert, it is equal- 
ly desirable that the truth should be made 
to appear.

DEATH OF REV. DR. RYERSON, 

The Veteran Hducationist Passes 
Away in Peace, 


SKETUH OF A BUSY LIFE, 


(From she Globe.) 


Iu Friday's issue of the Globe Rev. Dr, Ry- 
erson's improved condition was noticed, and 
his family at that timo fondly bo that his 
temporary rallying might be followed by wv 
restoration to health, But their hopes wero 
doomed to disappointment ; the partial :ecov- 
ery Was only the premonition of the great 
obange 80 soon to follow. On Friday night 
he became much worse, and on Saturday even- 
ing it becamo evident to the sorrowing family 
that hope must be abandoned, At half-past 
five o'clock on Saturday evening Dr, Grasott 
called, and an Tartan convinced him of the 
rapid approach of death. Tho deceased was 
then in an unconscious state, and remained 
80 until he peacefully passed away, at 7 o'clock 
on Sunday morning. 

All the members of the deceased's family 
Wero progent at the closing scone of an active 
and useful life, Mre. Harris, his daughter, 
had come from London, and had remained 
with her honored father until his death. Mr. 
Harris, her husband, was also present, besides 
bis sons, Dr, George Ryerson and Mr. Egerton 
and Mrs, Egerton Ryerevu. Dr, Hodgins was 
also present. Dr, Ryerson was 79 years of 
ago at the time of hie death, 

By the death of Rov, Egerton Ryerson, 
D, D., is severed one of the fow remaining 
linke uniting the present with the early days 
of Canadian settlement., Dr, Ryerson has had 
# long, s busy, and a memorable career, and 
there is 80 much of interest and historic asso- 
ciation in the aunals of his family that even 
had his own part in publio affairs been much 
Jess prominent his passing away would have 
been a noteworthy event. The late Dr, 
Ryerson was nearly eeventy-eight — years 
of ago, having been born in the township of 
Charlotteville, county of Norfolk, onthe 24th 
of March, 1803, His father, Colonel Joseph 
Ryerson, a natiye of New Jorasy, distinguish- 
éd himself for his bravery during the revolu- 
tionary war, having entered the ranks of the 
loyalists when a mere lad of fifteen and taken 

rt in many battles and skirmishes. When 

ostilities came to an end hv and his brother 
Samuel, another distinguished loyalist, settled 
in New Brunswick, where Colonel Ryerson 
married Miss Mehitabel Stickney, said to 
have been the first child of English stook 
born in the colony. In 1794 Samucl removed 
to Upper Canada and settled near Long Point, 
and five years afterwars he was tollowed by 
Col. Joseph Ryerson and his family, who en- 
dured great hardships during the journey, as 
well as during the earlier part of their pioneer 
life in the Province. Qol. Ryerson (Sate 
the father of six sons, five of whom became 
ministers of the Gospel. The three elder sons 
took an active part in repelling the American 
invaders in the war of 1512, doing good ser- 
vioe at Detroit, Fort Erie, Beaver Dams, 
Lundy's Lane, and elsewhere, At this 
time the subject of this notice was 
only ten years of age, and was fully 
imbued with the patriotic ardor of his elder 
brothers, being filled with regret that his 
tender years did not permit him toshare their 
experiences. Young Egerton, as well as his 
brothers, was bred to farming pursuits, and 
expected to do a man’s work long before he 
Was amanin years. He was pinare given 
to study, however; and even when his daily 
employment was most exacting could always 
find time to acquire useful knowledge, He 
attended the District Grammar School as op- 
portunity offered Whoen yeighteen years of 
age he united in membership with the Metho- 
dist Church, haying for some time previous 
been in sympathy with its view and doctrines, 
His father, however, was greatly oppose’ to 
this step, and gave Egerton the choice of 
leaving the Church or quitting his house. 
Needless to say, he chose the latter alteraa- 
tivo. Thus thrown upon the world he ob 
taincd a situation as assistant teacher in the 
London District Grammar School, where he 
taught successfully for two years, when at 
his father’s request he returned home and 
ayain devoted himself to farming pureuits. 
He continued his studies with the object of 
entering the ministry, and when twenty-two 
yoars of ae was received as a minister of the 
Methodiss: Church and assigned to the 
Niagara Circuit. For many years his life was 
ono of constant strenuous toil and effort. He 
was frequently compelled to compose his ser- 
mons while riding on horseback from ove part 
of his circuit to another. After doing duty 
for some time in the Niagara Peninsula he was 
transferred to the Yonge-street Circuit, em- 
bracing the town of York and nine adjacent 
townships. He was subsequently stationed 
as a missionary among .the Indiang at the 
Credit, and the other ministerial appointments 
he held are too numerous to be particularized 
here, It is estimated that during his long 
and active ministerial career he preached at 
least ten thousand sermons, 


Tho tirst appearance of Mr. Ryerson as an 
author was made in 1826 in reply to s sermon 
preached by Archdeacon Strachan, in which 
the latter had attacked the Dissenters. Dr. 
Ryerson’s pamphlet was a spirited and vigor- 
ous production, and, when published under 
the signature of ‘A Mothodist Preacher,’ 
createed little excitement and speculation 
as to who the author might bo, The identity 
of the writer was ne afterwards avowed, 
Two years later the author published a sories 
of letters, in which Archdeacon Strachan’s 
famous chart of the various religious bodies in 
Upper Canada was keenly criticized, In 1829 
the Christian Guardian was founded at York 
in the interest of the Methodist body and Mr, 
Ryerson was installed as joint editor with 
Rey. F. Metcalfe. ‘The editorials were from 
the outsot noticeablo for their force and 
trenchant phraseology. This journal porsist- 
ently advocated many useful political re- 
forma, and contributed its full share to the 
discussion of the Clergy Reserve question, 
In 1833 Mr. Ryorson was appointed a dologate 
to England and attended the British Confor- 
ence of the Wesleyan Methodist Church 
thoro with a viow to the projected union with 
that Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
body in Canada, which ho was largely ine 
strumontal in accomplishing. Tn 1835 hoagain 
visited the Mother Country, with the objoot 
of obtaining » charter from the Upper Oauada 
Academy asa soatof Methodist education, 
and also with a view t» procuring subscrip: 
tions in aid of the project from tho English 
Woaleyans, He was successful in acoomplich- 
ing both thoae objects, and the academy, which 
ultimately dovoloped into Victoria Volloge. 
was established in Cobourg. During Mr Ryor- 
son's stay in London ho contributed a sorios 
of letters ou Canadian affairs to the Z'imes, in 
order to counteract the inflaence of William 
Lyon Mackenzie, who, backed by Home and 
Roebuok in England, had created a good deal 
of feeling in fayor of political reform in Can- 
ads. Mr, Ryoraon, bolioving that these offorta 
looked towards the ostablishmont of a Cans- 
dian republic, strenuously combatted them, 
and his letters, which attracted much atten: 
tion, were ropublishod in pamphlot form and 
distributed among mombors of Porliamont, 
In this country thoy oxeroised a considerable 
in{lacnoe upon the olootions of 1836,’ On the

forth the griovances of the poople of Canada 
Mr Gladatono, who was desirous of replying 
to him, pat himself in communication wit 
Mr, Ryerson, who was prosens in the gallery, 
and from the matorisls furnished by the latter 
made a sposch which sealed the fate of the 
petition, 

Tho rebellion broke out in 1837 
montha after Mr, Ryerson’s return. Though, 
6 has been showy, he had no sympathy with 
the revolutionists, he was opposed to tho 
employment of harsh measures against Mao- 
xenzio’s followers, and succeeded in procur- 
ing the release of noveral of them from im- 
prisonment He strongly championed the 
oauso of tho foimer Speaker of the House of 
Arsombiy, Marshall Spring Bidwell, accused 
of participation in the rising, and during the 
controvers which ensued attacked the 
course of Attorney-General Hagerman in a 
very vigorous and pointed lotter, in which 
tho establishment of constitutional freedom 
was advocated for the first time since the 
restoratiou of order, Dariog Lord Darham’s 
memorable mission to this country he had 
frequent interviows with Mr. Ryerton, who 
faroished numerous data for the celebrated 
report of that nobleman, In 1840 Mr. 
Ryerson again attended the English Uonfer- 
once asa delegate from Oanads. Upon the 


ineorporation of the University of Victoria} py,’ 


College in 1841 Mr. Ryerson was unanimous. 
ly chosen President of the institution, 
the same year eaw the degree of 
Divinity conferred Wea him by the Wes- 


his tour wére embodied in an elaborate report 
pablished in 1846. His ideas, though strong. 
y opposed by some, commended themselves 
toa majority of the Legislature, and a School 
Act drafted by him bocamelaw. It remained 
in force about threo years, when anew Edu- 
cation Act, making many radical changes in 
his system, was passed under the Baldwin- 
Usfontsine Ministry. Owiug to the repretent- 
atioas of Dr. Ryerson, however, the Govern- 
or-General suspended its operatious, and Mr, 
Haldwin and Dr, Ryerson prepared an Act 
retaining many of the characteristics of the 
Act of 1846, and adding new teatures neceysi- 
tated by the progress of the country. This 
new measure was sanctioned in 1850, and 
forms the basis of our present educational 
system. 

Despite his activity in other departments, 
Dr. Ryerson’s life-work, by which he will 
principally be. remembered, was assentially 
educational. From the time of his appoint- 
ment until 1876, a period of 32 years, he con- 
tinued to administer the school affaira of this 
Province with zeal, energy, and officienoy, 
He has left an abiding mark upoo our schol. 
astic system, and his work won high enco- 


miums for public men and those interested] |” 


in educational matters abroad, In 1853, 
obiefly on Dr. Ryerson’s strony resenta- 
tiops, the Legislature coused ‘the Grammar 
School Law to be Sorpegh revised, tarther 
improvement made in 1 ing also trace- 
able to his inflaence, In 1855, with the aid of 
CoL Lefroy, he establiched several meteoro- 
logical stations in connection with the County 
Grammer Schools, the nomber of which was 
afterwards increased. In 1857 the doctor 
again set out for acomprehensibls educational 
tourin Europe, visiting the principal seats of 
art, where he procured on behalf of his de- 
partment a series of copies of pustings by the 
old masters in Dutch, Flemish, and Italian 
art. These were placed inthe Educational 
Museum in this city. On his‘return he bo- 
gan advonating a system of Government grants 
to outlying Universities, and drafted the 
Education Bill of 1869, which effected some 
improveménts in our echool system. In 1861 
he received from Victoria College the honorary 
degree of LL. D, In 1874 Dr. Ryerson was 
elect.d President of the firet General Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Charch, held in Toronto, 
He heli this office for four years, when he was 
succeeded by Rev, Dr. Douglas, of Montreal 
Dr. Ryerson was elected for the third time to 
represent the Canadian Conference in Great 
Pntainin 1876, He was received by the 
British Oonference with every possible mark 
of repect and affeotion, reference being made 
to his appearanve inthe same capacity forty- 
three years previous.y. 

In 1876, owing to the infirmities of his ad- 
vanced years, Dr. Ryerson, at his own re- 
quest, was relieved:from tho ard uous|duties of 
Chief Superintendent of Eduction, the office 
was abolished and its functions vested in the 
Minister of Education. Dr. Ryerson retired 
on full salary after thirty-two years incessant 
service, He has since lived in retirement, 
finding ocoupation in the preparation of his 
‘History of the United Empire Loyalists,” a 
voluminous work which throws a good deal of 
light upon the early history of Canada. Dr, 
Ryerson preserved to a late period in life a 
wonderful de; of mental activity and phy- 
sical vitality, and to the last tooka keen 
interest in public affairs. His death will be 
deeply regretted by many outside of any 
sectarian limits Dr, Ryerson was twice mar- 
ried, firet in 1828 to Miss Aikman, ‘daughter 
of the late John Aikman, of Barton Township, 
who died four yoars afterward, and in 1833 
to Miss Armstrong, daughter of tho late J. R. 
Amrstrong, of Toronto,who with two children 
surviyes him.

not as yet dared to resort to the only 
means by which their reputations, if un- 
truthfully attacked, could be vindicated. 
Not a word from themin denial of the 
charges has been published, and in conse- 
quence the public have naturally accepted 
as true beyond question the charges which 
we have brought against them. Our local 
contemporary promised that it would not 
ehield these men, if satisfied of their guilt, 
but that promise has not been redeemed, 
‘therefore we are justified in coming to the 
conclusion that our contemporary does not 
wish to believe. 

It would doubtless prefer that the mis- 
deeds of its political friends should not be 
made clear by absolute proef, and evi- 
dently the Ontario Government have the 
game endin view, otherwise an investi- 
gation would long ago have been ordered.

| whioh thoy pr. duced in putting a stop to 
| Sabbath-breaking in the noighborhood of the 
wharves, Childron’s meetings were subse- 
quontly inaugurated at the suggestion of Mr. 
Bonar and soon secured a largo attendance, 
necessitating tho formation of a Sabbath 
Sohool, Mr. Armstrong, Mr. Bonar and his 
family and others, had rendered great assist- 
auce in the work and were continuing ‘their 
efficient aid, Tho Sabbath School In- 


creased so rapidly, says the report, that 
preaching sorvico was abandoned and 
the Sabbath School was held at 2:30, 
‘*Mr Rathbuo's wa ting room soon became 
too cold and, as we had no other place, some 
apxiousness was folt Ly those interested as to 
our fature, but we did not despair, knowing 
from pas* experience that God would opon 
some way for us, Justatthe darkeet hour 
Mr, Rathbun wrote saying that he would put 
a coil of storm pipos in the room and would 
make us comfortable for the winter, and by 
the following Sabbath all was in good order, 
We wore full of joy, and the children too, but 
this joy was sooo interrupted, Tho steam 
pipes burat during the first very cold nights, 
and the waiting room could not be occupied 
any longer. We were again without a place, 
but before the next Sunday arrived Mr, 
Covert’s atore was leased. Stove, svats, and 
all things necessary were soon got, and here 
we started our day school on the 9th day of 
January. 

“The starting of the day school was not a 
matter of chanoe ; it was commenced provi- 
dentisily. It grew out of the Sabbath School. 
Mrs, Schuster found that some of the larger 
children attending the Sabbath School did 
not know their lettwre, and when they were 
asked why they did not go to school they 
said they would be laughed at. Mrs. Schus- 
ter was moved to begin the school for larger 
children only, who had neglected previous 
opportunities, bat we had no idea that 30 and 
35 children would attend, who had gone to 
no.day school. Mrs, Bonar, with her usual 
kindness, sympathy and love, came in this 
effort also to Mrs. Schuster’s assistance, thus 
supplying the want of teachers, Mis.Schuster 
and Mrs, Bouar teavhing the English branches 
and aritnmetio and J teach writiog. The at- 
tendance is good, and although at first some 
were a little unraly, wecan say that they 
behave wellnow. They loye us and we love 
them, and hope with patience, perseverance 
and God’s blessing we may be able to see 
them presper and become useful in the world, 
We have no doubt of the future success of 
the achool. There is noexcuse now for any 
of the children not attending sohool because 
they are poorly dressed, because there is pro- 
vision made for them in this school. It is 
our intention to help the children in getting 
them situations. A few have already gone to 
places, some of whom are doing well, 


‘* There is one difficulty for which by God's 
‘pesistance we are about to make provision, 
The girls know little or nothing about house- 
keeping or any other kind of work, and 
except they go to a place where the lady of 
the house can occupy allher time snd with 
the greatest patience teach them how to work, 
they are in many cases little orno use. It is 
our intention to remove this difficulty very 
soon. We haye leased Mr, E Usrscalien’s 
honse “bn the Kingston Road, into which we 
intend moving, and take a few girls with ue, 
Should they be willing and thoir parents or 
gvardiaps permit them to live with us, they 
will be taught all kinds of house-work in the 
bost way possible by some on» fully equipped 
for the work, thus enabling them to makea 
livelihood in the future and work to the 
satisfaction of those under whose charge 
they may be placed. Even in this we 
can trace God’s guidance by finding the 
right place in a good situation for the City 


Mission work genore}ly and for an Industrial 


School. I believe that Providence has to do 
with this, strange as this may appear to some, 
We believe that in this also we will fully 
realize the blessings whiph we are aveking to 
aco)mplish,”

Tosacco anv Cicars.—Last year 378,- 
215 pounds of Oapadian grown tobacco 
were manufactured. A duty of $15,128 
was collected on this produce, which oc- 
cupied over 1,000 acres, The expense of 
official supervision of the crops * amounted 
to the large sum of $7,165, There is no 
tobacco grown in this district, and only 20 
“acres were devoted to its culture in Western 
Ontario. Quebec was the on!y other 
Province which entered into the growth of 
the weed. Last year,there was an increase 
in the consumption of cigars, as compared 
with the previous year, of 28 percent. In 
cigars of Oanadian manufacture the in- 
crease was 27 7-10 per cent., and in import- 
ed cigars, 30 6-10 per cent.

After some other motions had been paas- 
ed,Mr, Blake moved for all correspondence, 
| ordors-in-Oouncil, and regulations on the 
subject of grinding wheat in bond. He 
complained that according to information 
that Le had received,the regulations of the 
Government regarding the grinding of 
whostin bond were evaded. He read a 
letter stating that several millors were 
favored by tho Government, and were thus 
euabled to control the market. Millers 
were unable to grind strong bakers’ flour 
from Canadian whoat, but a firm gob over 
the difficulty connected with the payment 
of duty by using American wheat and ex- 
porting Canadian flour in its stead as the 
product, and by making a slight difference 
in the price, competitors wero unable to 
import Amvrican ground flour of this 
grade. 

Mr. Bowell replied that no such things 
as the hon. geutloman had mentioned had 
been ascertained by the Government, and 
he desired the motion to be amended in 
thie sense. When the question was under 
disoussion Laat session te order-in-Oouncil 
which had been first passed regulating the 
grinding of wheat in bond and the sbip- 
ment of flour contained the words ‘ eqnuiy- 
alent ;” aud the House would recollect that 
when the tarriff was under dincussion, it 
wae then argued that the shipment of’ the 
equivalent to any quantity of wheat 
which could be introduced into the 
country would answer the purpose then 
contemplated ; but after experionce the 
Government came to the conclusion that 
in order to duly effect the intention of the 
Government, the ‘actual produce of the 
wheat imported should be shipped instead 
of the equivalent. Ho thought that any 
merchant. could readily spprehend the 
circumstances of the case, that when goods 
were placed in bond a certain time was 
given in which to release these bonds; and 
in connection With the bonds for grinding 
purposes a longer period was extended than 
for ordinary merchandise, as the latter 
paid duty on being taken out for consump- 
tion, while a sufficient time must be giyen 
to enable the miller to grind wheat into 
flour. At the expiration of this period the 
miller had to account for the wheat either 
by puymoent of duty or by certifying that 
the wheat or its flour had been 6: i 
If this flour had been placed on the mar- 
ket, as was indicated by the letter read, 
this might have taken place during the 
period to which he had referred. It was true 
the department had directed its officers to 
look ihto this matter. The hon. gentleman 
no doubt knew that there were inspectorsof 
bonds for all goods,and his attention having 
been directed to this question,he had made 
it the especial duty of tho different officors 
to make the investigation, and he would be 
quite prepared to bring down the astate- 
tents for which the hon.gentleman saked. 
From enquiries he had instituted, he beliey- 
ed the statenients made by the hon. gentle- 
tan, and the iifereuces drawn therefrom 
were ifcorrect,and he could assure the hon. 
gentleman who wrote the letter that the in- 
sinuation that certain privileges were given 
to millers supporting the Government had 
ho foundation in fact,and he might use much 
stronger words to convey his meaning if 
necessary, Inthe administration of the 
department, and especially with reference 
to the motion, which affectéd the farming 
comiunity, and to which so much attention 
had been drawn, he lad been very particu- 
lar, and the Government took good oare 
no Concessions were made to any ono class 
of thé people more than to another, and he 
challenged the leador of the Opposition or 
auy member of it, or the press which sup- 
ported those hon. gentlemen, to point out 
a single instance, either in the administra- 
tion of tlis portion of his functions, or in 
apy other, in which the slightest advantage 
had been given to one over another import- 
er, Every man, whether Whig or Jory, 
had been treated exactly alike in regard to 
all transactions connected with the depart- 
ment, without any excéptiop. The only 
fact he had learned in reference to the sub- 
ject of the motion had occurred in the west- 
ern section of the country, and from the 
very high standing and respectability of

—and it was nothing more—they had the 
slightest intention of defrauding the rev- 
enue, aud the moment the officer had called 
their attention to it they had at once paid 
over the small sum which had remained 
unpaid,

The Market Fees Bull, 


A ineeting of the representatives of the 
cities and towns of Ontario, who were de- 
puted to meet at Toronto in reference to 
the Market Fees Bill, was held in Toronto 
yosterday, The delegation had an inter- 
view with Mr. Mowat and Mr, Wood, and 
the former admitted to some extent the 
force of what the delogation had said as to 
compensation aud promised to considér the 
suggestions made. Nevertheless the Bill 
waa passed to§e second reading in the 
House, 

The fire Bngade 

The intelligence that the Fire Brigade 
of the city have determined to resign in a 
body unless, before the 28th inst., the City 
Council increase the annual grant to such 
Company from $200 to $300, has been 
received with regret, because the Brigade 
is efficient and bas done excellent service 
in the past. The action taken is, however, 
premature, aod badly considered, as the 
subject of the annoal grant has not come 
before the Council. The Fire Committee, 
to which body the matter was relegated, 
did certainly consider it, and recommended 
that the salary of $100 per annum, as 
petitioned for by the Brigade, be given to 
the Assistant Chief Engineer, but that 
consideration of the question of the increase 
asked in the grant be deferred for the time 
being. That report was favorably consider- 
ed by the Finance Committee, but the 
Qouncil has not ss yet passed upon the 
matter. Therefore the determination come 
to by the Brigade is premature, because the 
Council has not as yet come to a decision 
in the premises, and the conclusion te 
which they have haye come assnmes the 
appearance ofan attempt to coerce the 
Council-a circumstance which will not 
tend to strengthen their cause, either in 
the Council or amongst the taxpayers. 

Further, the firemen must be aware 
that the finauces of the Oorporation are 
not in that flourishing condition which 
would warrant an increase of eXpenditure, 
unless in # cate of absolute necersity, and 
that there 1s cortain prospect that the 
revenue derived from the market will be 
largely reduced, and that in consequence 
the burdens of the ratepayers, which is 
already heavy enough in all conscience, 
will thereby be increased. Under these 
circumstances, were the firemen to recede 
from the position which they have taken 
without, wo canvot but hope, that careful 
consideration to which the subject is en- 
titled, and agree to postponb. their re juest 
until a more favorable season, it is certain 
that their action would be applauded and 
their claims for an increased grant at as 

early a dato as possible materially strength- 
ened. Meantime they might profitably 
make some needed reforms in their organi- 
zatioue wbich are patent to every intelligent 
man in the Brigade. Otherwise, the Cou- 
neil will likely reaent the attempt to coerce 
them, refuse to make the grant, and allow 
the disbandment to take place, as it is quite 
probable that the Brigade can be reorgan- 
ized and placed in at least as efticienta con- 
dition ns it is iow, and some objectionable 
features which now exist be removed at the 
eae tine,

In causing the defeat of Mr, Oreighton's 
motion in the Legislature for the assimila- 
tion of the various forms of ballot papers 
iu use, and to adopt the truly secret sys- 
tem, as in use in elections to the House of 
Commons, Mr. Mowat’s Government have 
shown that they desire to perpetuate bribery 
and intimidation. Absolute secrecy as to 
the candidate voted for 1s a strong discour- 
agement to bribery, as there is no object in 
bribing a man who may yote as he pleases 
without danger of discovery; but under 
the Ontario system it is quite easy to ascer- 
tain for whom any elector recorded his vote. 
Mr. Mowat seemingly thought it a recom- 
mendation of the system which he favors, 
to state that itis the same as is used in 
England. The fact that bribery on an al- 
most unexampled scale was shown in the 
courts to have prevailed in England at the 


last election, is as strong an argument as 
could be adduced against his contention.

LIBERALITY IN THINGS

| Manitoba Correspondence. 


(From our own Correspondent, ) 


Roal Estate is the whole rage here now and 
| how boon ell winter, the train leaving Winni- 
peg for the west in crowded every day with 
speoulators yisiting Portage La Prairie, 
Brandon and other places along the lino, No 
other conversation is heard and no other is 
thought of, everybody seoms to be inoculated 
with the sweet breath of » culation, and 
without thought rush into the market and 
tovost their ‘*bottom dollar” in town and city 
lots, believing it almost «s duty that thoy 
should not neglect, But if there are not 
some fingers badly bitten beforo spring I 
‘shall miss my guose, Real estateis hold in 
theso places at tigures so high that tho prop- 
orty holder op Wabash Avenue, or State St. 
in Chicago would blush to demand; and yet 
the investing still on. 

Brandon is a central station on the C. P, R. 
and will never be anything more than a yood 
sgricultarsl towa, wheros good mercantile 
trade will be cariied on, t manaficturiug 
will never bo one of ite iutercets, aad ite 
water commanication is onl¥ local, 
The coustry around it is as fine as can 
be found anywhere, That alone will make 
of it anice town or possibly a small city, 
I can sce no better prospect before it, 
and yot, the demand for lots’ has been sv 
great that lots ve been sold atsuch a rato, 
and in such quantities tht the place, as it 
stands ou the map, will contain, if peopled, 
nearly 150,C0) souls; but the one tenth of 
that namber will satiefy the demand and far- 
nish all the porulation that will be necersary 
to conduct whatever business will be required 
of her for the next decade at least, A person 
stepping off the train at Brandon is struck, 
if he has any idea of expansion and causes of 
development, with wonder at the madness of 
men rushing into this place and putting the 
last cent into towa property. There must be 
more mouey invested in this little place,up to 
the present date, than the town will be worth 
long after the ‘‘ boom” has ceased and ob- 
livion has absorbed the wild tendencies of 
speculation, and failure has loft its stingin gz 
impress upon the grasping extremitios of over- 
apxious man, 


1 gee nothing enticing about tho place save 
its situation on the incline of the river bank, 
and standing out prominently before the eyes 
of the traveller, I pasa on west enchanted 
with the beauty of the prairie as far as the 
eye can see from either side of the railway 
track where civilization is taking possession 
of the once wild land, and the hands of hus- 

ry are laying hold of the plough, 
which will return them fortune in due time. 

Just 22 miles west of Brandon is ono of the 
choicest looking districts in the newly added 
part of Manitoba provinoe, and from what I 
cau boar, the soil is almost as rich’as that in 
the immediate vicinity of High Bluff and Por- 
tage Ia Prairie,—is a new settlement formed 
last May, in the latter part of that month, — 
and has already reached the surprising num- 
ber of 75 people, most of whom are home- 
steaders, as well as holders and workers of 
Syndicate lands. The settlement is planted 
ons beautilul rolling prairie, as undulating 
snd even in its roll as the slespy wave s-ek- 
ing rest in the tranquil eve, after the subsid- 
ing of a storm,—situated ina broad valley, 
with a gontle inelive on either side,—the As- 
siniboine flowing through the contre, navi 
ted by steamboats the summer round, while 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway is a respectable 
distance from its course, with its six and eight 
trains daily steaming through the trough, or 
depression formed by the raises ot ground,— 
add a great deal of life to the ‘istrict. Trains 
are constantly in sight; the settler can stand 
on hig homestead and discern the ascending 
clouds of smoke bursting forth from the 
1 comotuve smokestack for more than an hour 
before its arriyal. Although it is prairie for 
wiles around them, the monotony of the plain 
is broken by the distant belts of timber 
skirting Oak River on the weat, and the Little 
Saskatchewan onthe north and east, A 
more desirable spot cannot be found than the 
one of which 1am at present writing, for 
while not enjoying the preseace of wood, they 
are happy in the absence of those destryotive 
blackbirds that create eugh hayoo in the 
grain tields of timbered couatries, Where- 
ever there are knots of trees and stagnavt 
pools those unconquerable pests are sure to 
oongregal., breed and predominate, and it !s 
turprising what an amouot of grain they will 
consume inaseason. Being free from all 
these inconveniences, the settlers in this moat 
beautiful spot can gongratulate themselves 
upon not being compelled to mingle with and 
taste the society of such unneighborly neigh- 
bors and pursue their labors without interrup- 
tions from that yexatious source.

The first point which will attract general 
attention is that there is an increase of 
$885,783 in the ordinary expenditure, and 
of 38,426,386 in the capital expenditure.

| Hssay on How to Restore Fertility 
| to Partially Worn-out Lands. 


BY WILLIAM L, BROWN, HYDE PARK, 
To which was awarded the Firat Prize by the 
Agricultural and Arts Association. 

To snowor this question proporly aud satis- 
factorily would require such an exhaustive 
essay, that 1 do not think tho subject conld 
he treated in ono chapter. On this question 
alono—fertility—depends the whole science 
of Agriculture ; and this again is an industr 
which bas for its chiof aim profitebly to avail 
itself of the powerful forces which nature 
places at our dispoval for the jncrease of ani- 
nal and vegetable life; and Shia iocrease is 
based upon the employment of certain agents 
which are essential to those forms of ife. It 
will not bo amiss, then, to stato briefly what 
these agents are, and to this end it is necos- 
sary to analyzs the product of our soils, and 
the simplest way to do this is to-burn them, 
and we find they are resolved into their con- 
stituent elements—onoe portion of tho plant 
goes off in tho shapo of gases, and a remainder 
is loft in tho chape of aches, It will then be 
seen that our plant has been composed of two 
parts of clomo.ts, which are respectively 
called the organic and inorganic parts of tho 
plant ‘That which burned away was tho 
Gore part, and that which remained—the 
ash—tho inorganic part. Chemistry teaches 
us that these parts, the organic and tho in- 
organic, 4re composed o° certain elements, 14 
in number, and that these samo elements 
exist in all animal and vegetable life. The 
organized part of the plant consists of four— 
oxygen, nitrogen, corbon and hydrogen ; tho 
inorganic part of potash, soda, lime, magnesia, 
oxides of iron and manganese, chlorine, phos- 
phoric acid, sulphuric acid and silica, 

Now, this is tho starting point. Experi- 
ment shows that plant life, for its develop 
ment, must always tind and set ion motion 
these elements, bnt that it combines them in 
on infinity of proportions and in a variety of 
structures, The source from which the plant 
receives its nutriment is then of the greatest 
importance in this question of fertility. The 
composition of a plant, as I said before, is 
found to be gaseous and solid ; the gasvous or 
organic part is found to be nine times the 
weight of the inorganio part, or the ash, Now 
the organic part, gascous, is composed of car- 
bon, oxygen, {hydrogen and nitrogen,* all of 
which, af we except the latter, are received 
by the plant from the atmosphere, and the 
remaining one-tenth or organic part ot its 
support is received from the soil ; so that in 
reality all the'fertility that can bo restored to 
the soil by the hand of man is but insignifi- 
cant compared with what is supplied from 
the great storehouse of rature—the atmos- 
phere; yet, insignificant as this inorganic 
element is, it is absolutely necessary to the 
life and growth of a plant—so much ao, that if 
any of it be abaent (any of tho ten elements, 
potash, lime, phosphoric, etc.) the plant can 
not be produced to perfection, Now, the ab- 
sence of any of these, or any undue proportion 
of one or the other, would make a barren soil, 
and hence a soil may be rich in one element 
and poor in another, and cons:quently a soil 
may be only partially poor, as the subject of 
the essay calla for ‘‘ How to Restore Pertilty 
to Partially Worn out Soils,” 

To come, then, at this important question 
of fertility terssly, wo have it narrowed down 
bat 

by continuous cropping has been worn ; or, 
in other words, that some of the ten elements 
of inorganic life, potash, etc., have been 
taken away and the equilibrium of plant 
growth destroyed, Land is often in- 
fertile, worn out, by having one or more of 
these eloments destroyed, especially potash 
and phosphoric avid and lime. It will be 
found that our worn out lands in Qatario are 
so by continual cropping with somo particular 
class of plants, such as wheat, oats and bar- 
ley, and that there lands are only poor in the 
elements which these take moro largely from 
the soil than any other, and that is phosphoric 
scidand potash, Iby no means say that 
this ie all that is wanting, but these are the 
principal elemonts, and plant food that will 
supply there is what is wanted more than 
any other elomonts, 16 will always bo found 
that tho relative productivenoss of differen’ 
soils is intimately connected either with au 
abundance or a deficiency of phosphoric acid 
and potash. A defisiency of the alkalies, 
espocially potash, is a frequent cause of the 
unproductiveness of soils, Root crops especi- 
ally have ashes rich in potash, and the failare 
of roots on land which formorly produced good 
crops, I oan safoly say, is the exhaustion of 
available alkalies. ButI may say here that 
unproductive soils aro rarely deficient in one 
clement alone, and consequently they cannot 
be made fertile by supplying one material, such 
ag all potash, and all phosphoric acid, or all 
lime, for soils are infertile when they are de- 
ficient in one or more of the elements found 
in the ashes of plants, but supplying one ele: 
ment does not necessarily make the soll grow 
good crops, A poor, hungry soil is in reality 
deficient in phosphorio acid, potash and lime, 
I think in a great number of cases an analysis 
ofthe soil would be of great service, It is an 
easy matter to restore fertility if we know 
what clements of plant growth are absent 
and lacking in availability ; and if several are 
wanting, what manure contains these elements 
in the cheapest and most available form, I 
do not know whether our farmers would or 
could conveniently analyze their soil, but cer- 
tainly it would pay. I have known an end- 
less amount of money spent on salt, lime, and 
other manures without any benefit, simply 
because the soil did not require theso ingred- 
ients, 

The general cause of the sterility of soils ia 
either the absence of certain constitituents, 
indespeneable for the growth of plante, or the 
presence of others which exert an injurious 
or poisonous action ; and hence an analysia is 
often necessary in order to find out what 
injuries clement preponderates, and what to 
apply in order to noutralize it, On the sup- 
position, thou, that we know exactly what 
food our soil is lacking in, how shall wo beat 
restore it? And this gots us right into the 
midst of the controversy on fertility and nitro- 
gen ; whother the latter ia supplied by the 
atmosphoro totally or partially, or whother it 
has to be supplied to the soil in the shape of 
nitrogenous manures, This briogs us again 
to barnyard manures and artificial manures 
and the offico humus plays in ‘fortility ; and 
this again leads to the quogtion, Can the 
fortility of a soil be kopt oh end can par- 
tially worn out coils bo restor.d to fertility, 
by any othor means than by returning to tho 
soil the straw and grain upon’ which they 
grow; or in other words, by barn-yard manure? 
And if there ia any othor way, is it ayaileblo 
to our farmers, and is it protitablo? It wore 
a simple question to avk, how can you onrich 
land, and it is a simple one—but hard to put 
into practioo—and one that nine farmora out 
of ton oan tell you to-day—and this is, put 
on plenty of manure; and if all men who 
till land had done thiy, there would be no 
ocoasion for tho Agricultyral and Arta Aa- 
aocintion asking for oneays on how to restore 
fortility to worn out roils. Rut the point is

The exp irience of Mr. John Pront,a promi- 
nent English farmer for the laet twonty years 
Says it oan, tor he has mado arable farming on 
clay Iand for this length of time profitably 
without tho application of barn-yard manuro, 
Ho sturted twenty years ago with 450 acres 
of poor Jond, and he hes used nothing but ar. 
tificiol manures, and the reault is he has made 
the business pay, and has doubled the value 
of his estate in thio time, He sells all the 
whout and straw by auction, and buys artifi- 
cial manures. Mr. Prout’s syatem has soown 
conclusively that the great supply of nitrogen, 
which was nd to come from the man- 
ure applied and the coil, ir, ia reality, largely 
taken from the atmosphere. By careful ex. 
periments mate by Dr. Voolckor of this soil, 
and tho chernical analysis of the crops taken 
off it, it wes found that Mr, Prout was only 
supplying woil with 384 lbs, of nitrogen year 
by year, and 71 Ibe. was oxported from the 
farm in the shape of grain, otc. The qacstion 
now arises, whore did Mr. Prout obtain this 
nitrogen? It was not from the soil, nor was 
it supplied in the manaro, and the inference 
is it came from the atmosphore. If this is 
the case, the fertilization of worn-out soils 
resolves itself into simply thic—supply the 
inorganic or mineral o.ement, and the rest 
comes from tho atmospere, Now, itis well- 
known that barn-yard manzre contains for 
ite buik comparatively a emall proportion of 
essential salts (14 lbs. in a ton), such as pot+ 
ash and phosphoric acid. Good wood ashes 
have twenty times more potash and ten times 
more phosphoric acid thana giyen quantity 
of the best bara-yard manure. But,of course, 
tho question arizes again, will there substan- 
ces of plant food in such a concentrated form 
be aoe distributed to become at once 
availatle? This is another point ; and with 
this again comes the physical or mechanical 
condition of the land, which, strictly speak: 
ing, would not come under the subject in 
question, for it simply says restoring fertility; 
although I may éay here paronthetically that 
1 am fully pereuaded that but little of our 
soil in the strict dense of the word is really 
worn out. A great quantity of our supposed 
exhausted soil has ‘a eufficient quantity of 
pl nt food, butitis not available, owing to

I know land in London Township which 
was considered sterile and worn-out, which 
by drainage and thorough culture brought 
forth good crops. Ihave teon’ land heavily 
manured, and rich, and chemically speaking, 
yet by bad culture failed in Nrodactons for 
this reason, I have no donbt manures often 
receive the credit due to good tillage; and I 
am strongly of the oxinion that thorough 
culture, stirring the soil, is our cheapest and 
beat manure, But'thisis mot ‘to the point; 
the supposition is tha: the soil lacks the 
n<cessary elements of plant food and how to 
restoro its fertility. 

Norule can be lsid down which will 
cover every case, and which would probably 
become of general application. After kcow- 
ing what elemevts the soil is lacking, and 
this of course would require some knowledge 
of agricultural chemistry and the composition 
of soils, and how planta live and grow, the 
next consideration is, how can we obtain 
these at the least cost, and which will yield 
the greatest profit? We shall have to resort 
to different methods of keeping up fertility, 
according as we find’ materials‘cheap or dear, 
and plant food should be bought to the same 
advantage and profit 13 dealing in any other 
commodity. ‘Chere isno royal road to en- 
riching land, Plant food should be consid- 
ered in a commercial light, and there is no 
doubt ecience.has so.tar advanced that a com- 
mercial article should be placed on the mar- 
ket containing all the ¢lements of available 
plant food, Mr, John Prout finds that the 
commercial syetem of manufactiring man- 
ure, in the long run, is the cheapest,and that, 
all things considered, msaure, whether made 
in the barn-yard or in the factory, was simply 
produced by capital and labor. Then, here 
again is whether our animals are the cheapest 
manufacturing machines of plant food, or 
whether it caunot be made cheaper than to 
make it in the barn yard. Mr, Prot thinks

poor as not to produce enough over the cost 
of labor and capital to enrich itself, from 
what source is the manure to come ? It can’t 
be raised on the land, because (by hypothesis) 
it is too poor to w anything and the 
manure pile from such lend may be hopelessly 
looked upon to supply the necessary food. As 
I said before, there can be no general rule laid 
down for restoring fertility ; it will gonerally 
depend upon circumstances, and tho facilities 
people have of procuring manure, There are 
only wo ways suggest themselves—either to 
buy manure or plough under green cropa, 

if manure is obtainable at anything like 

reasonable prices, to buy is the most direct 
way of increasing production. Farmers liv- 
ing in the vicinity of cities have paar peoemt 
to manuro, which can often bo bought very 
cheaply. If our cities had any efficient sys- 
tem of collecting night soil, and poudrette 
companies wore started, this would be a great 
source of obtaining a cheap supply of rioh 
manure, Then there are commercial manures, 
which, when tho carriage is not a long dis- 
tance, may be obtained at paying pricos ; ; \s 
but at the ruling prices of $40 and $45 a ton,

Coal in Nova Scotia. 

The report of the Ucmmissioner of Mines 
in Nova Scotia shows clearly that the duty 
on coal is having an excellent effect upon 
the collieries of that Province. From the 
report wo learn that the total of coal sales 

_ for the year 1881 amount to 1,036,014 tons 
against 954,659 tons in 1880, being an in- 
crease of 80,355 tons. The most noticable 
points in the trade were an increase of 

_ 59,430 tons in the home sales, the returns 

showing 382,343 tons, against 322,913 tons 
in 1880. The coal sent to the Province of 

Quebec amounted to 268,628 tons, an 

increase of 29,537 tons over the previous 
year. The sales to New Brunswick show 
an increase of 25,709 tons. The sales to 

Newfoundland fell off 7,452 tons. A slight 

decrease is noticeable in the quantity ex- 
ported to Prince Edward Island. 

Theamount exported to the United 
States was 9,695 tons less than 1880, The 

trade with the West Indies increased 9,455 
‘tons. The sales to other countries remained 
unchanged. 

Mr. Anglin Brought to Book. 

" During the debate which took place in 

the House of Commons on Tuesday, the 

Minister of Customs, in the course of his 

speech, charged Mr. Blake with having, 
when in the Maritime Provinces, said tnat 
the natural trade relations of the people 
there were with the United States, and that 
it would be better for them to buy and sell 
there than to deal with their brethren of 
the upper Provinces. Mr. Anglin, with 
that brusqueness and inexactitude of state- 
ment which characterize him, interrupted 
with the emphatio denial : ‘‘ He never said 
anything of the kind. I wastnere.” Mr. 

Bowell accepted this denial in a Parlia- 
mentary sense, and the truth seems to be 

‘that, liad he done so in any other sense, he 
would haye been too confiding. 

As matter of fact Mr. Blake did sposk 
in the exact sense stated by Mr. Bowell, 
that is if the repotts of the Grit newspapers 
publistied at the places at which his ad- 
dresses were delivered, did not misrepre- 
sent him, and had they done so the neces- 
sary denial would have been forthcoming 
ere this, as the matter was freely com- 
mented upon, by the preas at the time. 
The Eastern Chronicle reports Mr, Blake as 
esying at New Glasgow : 


“Restiictions which have a tendency to 

divert trade from its natural channels are in- 

- juriousto the many. Your natural channel of 
trade is with the neighboring Republic, Your ez- 
ports will pnd the best market there, and your 
tmports should come from there.” 

Again, at Charlottetown he declared him- 
elf in favor of unrestricted trade and, ac- 
cording to the Patriot's report, said : 

Your natural market is the United States ; but 
by the laws of both countries free exchange of 
pean is prevented. That country would 

a market for your potatoes and a large num- 
ber of other articles, if their laws would allow it 
tobes:. In this way both countries are injored. 
The injury inflicted upon us by the United 
States retusing to admit our productions under a 
reasonable ff is increased by our own laws. 
They send to us only such goods as our tariff will 
allow. We buy from them only such goods aa 
‘we can import without loss to ourselves. It is 
because we must have them that those goods 
ome here at all. A loss is inflicted through the 
Operation of the laws of both countries.

If a boy of 
eleven cannot be disciplined in school, without 
losing the benefit of two weeks’ instruction, 
it strikes me as high time for the management 
of the schoolto be inquired into, and the 
progress of the pupils noted and compdred 
éven with that of those attending our rural 
schools,

The Hospita! Bill. 


The proceedings had in the Private Bills 
Committee of the Legislature on the 23rd are 
thus reported by the Globe : 

The consideration of the Bill respecting a 
Public Hospital and Home for the Friendless 
in Belleville, which had been before the Com- 
mittee last week, was resumed. 

Mr. Henderson opposed the Bill on the 
ground that the Local Legislature had no 
right to deed the proporty received for that 
purpose to any other party than the Council; 
that the Woman’s Association was net in- 
corporated for hospital purposes, and that the 
price to be paid for the property upon which 
to orect the hospital instead of the property 
originally reserved for that purpose was al- 
together too high. 

A number of letters from residents of Belle- 
ville, fayorable to the establishment of the 
hospital, were read, 

Mr. Bell, for the Bill, contended that there 
was a goneral feeling in Belleville that such an 
institution was necessary,and still the Counoil 
would not take steps to acquire the property, 
whioh was tho reason for the present applica- 
tion, He read trom the Aot incorporating the 
Woman's Christian Association to show that 
they were not going beyond their powers in 
applying to be put in charge of an hospital. 
He also showed that the price to be given for 
the site for the hospital was not too high, 

After some farther discussion the Bill was 
reported with amendments, 

The Committee then adjourned,

the embers of the fire had been almost 
completely extinguished. It must be said 
that all the firemen presont worked hard 
and faithfully after they got there, though 
some were rather late in getting there. 

The lower part of the building was oc- 
cupied by Tugnett’s dye-shop, the offices of 
the City Gas Works, and the office of the 
Clork of the Division Court. The Crown 
Timber office had recently been located in 
the building, but was romoyed from there 
last month. ‘The upper part of the build- 
ing was occupied by Messrs. J. J. B. Flint 
and S. J. Bull, who had their law offices 
there. A large portion of the upper flit 
however, was unoccupied. Very little of 
Mrs. Tugnett’s stock or materials was say- 
ed. Her loss will be considerable—amount- 
ing probably to $1,500, on which there was 
an insurance of $1,000 in the London, 
Liverpool & Globe Company. The Gas 
Company lost, in office furniture and fit. 
tings, gas fittings, &c., about $800, but 
wore insured for $1,000, in the Norwich 
Union. Mr, Hulme,Olerk of the Division 
Court, fortunately arrived at the building 
shortly after the first alarm, and succeeded 
in saying all his office furniture, papers 
and books. Mr, Bull’s loss is slight, but 
Mr, Flint lost all his office furniture, be- 
sidés a large number of valuable documents 
which it will be impossible to replace, 
including papers bearing on cases in liti- 
gation now pending. His loss will pro- 
bubly be from $500 to $1,000, on which he 
hed very small insurance. The building 
was owned by Mr, Thos Wills, whose loss, 
over and above his insurance will be about 
$2,000. 

The origin of the fire is yet a mystery. 
When first seen, as has alréady been stated, 
it was in the ceiling of T'ugnett’s front shop; 
but it is more probable that the fire came 
from above and burned down through the 
floor than that it caught from below, for 
when the shop was closed at 6 u’clock there 
was no fire in the stove, It is thought by 
some that it was the work of an incendiary 
who first broke into the offices upstairs and 
sevured what booty he could. After the 
fire was partially subdued this morning it 
was found that the door of the vault in the 
northern wall was open; but whether it 
was open before the fire, or was forced open 
by the heat or some other agency during 
the fire, nobody appears to know. Mr. 
Morton, law student in Mr, Flint’s oftice, 
says that he locked the door of the vault 
as usual last evening when he left the 
office, On examination this morning, it 
was found that all the papers, &., which 
were stowed in the vault were safe, and 
apparently had not been touched,

the country. Dr, Ryerson threw himself into 
the political arena, and there is no doubt that 
it was chiefly owing to the inflaence which he 
wielded and his great courage and ability that 
that great measure, secularization of the 
clergy reserves, was cffected. He originally 
favored the demands of tho liberal movement 
which terminated in the Rebollion of 1537. 
Ho was chiefly instrumental iu forming the 
great party which supported these demands, 
and yet, when he learned that some of the 
leaders were preparing for rebellion, ho threw 
ali his influence and abilities into the opposite 
scalo, and it was in agreat measure owing 
to him that the Canadian publio did not 
follow the leadera of the Rebellion, and 
that it was so casily yuelled, Dr, 
Ryerson was made for a public man, His 
feelings were not selfish ; bis thouchts were 
always for the public. He cared not tor 
money. Ho began Lie at 22 years of ago asa 
Methojist preachor, at $1(0 a year—and part 
of the time h» did not get that. He has 
never been accueed of corruption in any of the 
high positions which ho has occupied before 
the country. Dr. Ryerson was a self-made 
man He never went to college, but received 
the foundation of his learning at one of the 
old grammar schools, where some of the great- 
eat of Canada’s sons received their ¢ “ucation 
The fact js, however, that all great men are 
self-made; the learning received at uni- 


‘| versities is puiely elementary, and only 


serves os a foundation, As an educa- 
tionalist Dr, Ryerson wos the most prominent 
man that we have ever hadin this country. 
Ho was the oreator ot Victoria University, 
and the tounder of the Public School system 
of this Province, which is a monument to his 
great wisdom, foresight, energy, avd practical 
Sigacity, The school system of this Province 
is one of the most complete and efficient in 
the world, He who establishes common 
schools for a country secures high schools, 
colleges and universities ; they follow as a 
matter of coures; it is only ao question 
of time, Dr. Ryerson belioved that a 
literal secular education was dangerous 
unless accompanied by moral aud sprit. 
ual education, and he did his best to combine 
them as much as possible, Though Dr 

Ryers.o was an enthuviastic Methodist, he 
was a lil_val man, and numbered among bis 
friends, and saw and acknowledged the morits 
of clergymen and members of all othor denom- 
inations, He took a prominent part in all 
discussions in the Conferonce: no question was 
too small for him to take aninterest in, There 
Was a strange meamerio influence about him, 
which drew the hearts ot men and women to 
him in spite of themselves, Jn common 
with all great men, Dr. Ryorson was extremely 
simple in his religion: no one hearing him 
talk abont his Christian experionce would 
think that he was the groat man ho was, 
The lives and characters of our great men are 


of allour historical inberitancos the most 
valuablo and influential. The char.

proved o most poworful agent in moulding 
Amorican character. We should study the 
lives of cur good and great men, and omulate 
the noblo oxamples thoy havo set for the suc.

Cn tho morning of the 9th of Juno, before 
tho toams arrived, a boat had been hired to 
take us to Manitoba House, and at 10 a. m. it 
waa loaddd with nearly three tons of provi- 
elbns, and wo wero ready to start, But on 
account of a thandor-storm that had arisen 
before ouy preparations for getting under way 
wero c mibloted, it was 12 o'clock before we 
In an hour we 
Were 00 Lake Manitoba. Although tho dis- 
tance to the Lake was only 2 miles, it length- 
ened into 5 when the twistings and turnivgs 
of the crgek were taken into considoration, 
and as there was no ourrent, aad wo hoaded 
for a different poiat of the compass every few 
minutes; the oars as well as the sails wero 
frequontly brought into uss, As there was » 
pretty strong wind and the boat was heavily 
loaded, there. was some danger that sho would 
capsize in making one of the many turns, 

© found a heavy swell on the Lake, with 
4 strong wind fromthe east. Aw the guowale 
of our boat was within six inches of the water, 
the waveb frequently broke over it, and wo 
were kept baling the groator part of the time, 
On leaymg the mouth of the river we bad 
headed fora point about 20 miles distant, 
which we wero told was the first place that « 
landing dould be effected When within 
bout 10! miles of this point, a large black 
cloud was noticed ia the west coming rapidly 
toward uy; as it drow cleo the rambling of 
the thunder began to be heard, and flash after 
flash of lightning followed in quick succession, 
The wind still continued to blow from the 
east, while the s’orm was coming from the 
west, To reach the shore before the storm 
caught us was imp :rativo, as we were within a 
couple of miles of the weatern side of the lake, 
while to the exst nothing but water could be 
seon,and ghould the wind from the weststrike 
us before we gained the shore we were lost 
for a certninty, as the boat was #0 heavily 
loaded that she would fill and go down almoat 
immediately. As wo gradually neared the 
shore a}l pyes were strained to discover some 
Janding place amorg the rocks ahead, but 
none was to be seen until, when within a yery 
short disfance of it, ap opening was discerned 
in what we now saw to be a rocky bar instead 
of the majn'land, and ina few moments we 
were anchored in the still water beyond. Be- 
fore we hhd been five minutes in our safe re- 
treat, thd lake way one mass of foam, and eu 
the wind |blew thé water off frém the shore 
and we sdw displayed the tops of tho huge 
masses of boulders through which we had 
paserd without so much as ecratching the 
boat, we realized how narrow an escape we 
shad bad and what ouf fste ‘would have been 
if we had been ten minutes later in reachiog 
shelter, 

A short time efter we had Janded the guns 
were taken out, and in fiye shots 38 plover 
were killed, enough to furnish a supper for 
the party, Part of our outfit was canvas 
boat, which was put together while supper 
was boing got ready, ond from that day until 
Oct. let it was in active use and never taken 
apart again, Althcugh but fifteen’ feet in 
length, two and a half in breadth and woeigh- 
ing only 45 lbs,, it was furnished with two 
pairs of joars and two paddles, and was 
capable of carrying four men and 400 lbs, of 
freight, ‘Before the summer was over we had 
innumerableopportunities te test its efliciency. 
As we lifted it in one hand, placed it in the 
still wat» behind us, and saw how lightly it 
sat on thd water, we all expressed’ doubts as 
to ite being of much use-to us, so frail was it! 
iu appearance ; but those who said the most 
against it were the loudest in its praiso when 
it came into active use, 

The bar on which we were camped was not 
twenty febt in width, and but one tent was 
Proict the smallest of two we, had with us, 

nto this we all tumbled, wet as we were, 
and although the storm continted to rage 
with unabated fury the greater part of the 
night, weall slept soundly until daylight, 
when the mosq uitoes got so troublesome that 
we word compelled to turn out. 

The next thorning (June 11th) we got under 
way at 5.30 a. m., and at noon stopped on 4 
sandy poibt for dinner, Whileat ‘the Port- 
age” “reflector” had been purchased, This, 
to the uninitiated, I would explain is an 
article much used in the N. W. for buking 
purposes ;' and avery good thing “it is, too, 
was the nnabimous decision of us all as’ we 
ate of the bread baked in it by cur cook (an 
old Belleville boy), Visions of the cakes and

side, the wator was omptied out of her, the 
line cut and two of ns were orulsing about 
picking up our scattered outtit: Hyverything 
was secured but a large tin pail, which con- 
tained our entire stock of knives, forks, oups, 
plates and spoons, a copper tea-kettle and the 
reflector, No pies now, no nothing. Wo 
ate our bread out ofa frying pan the rest 
of the summer, We mourned our loss fora 
few day and then forgot about it, as we had 
other troubles to ocoupy our minds, except 
when webad an exceptionally “bad lot of 
bread, thor some ond would remark ‘* If we 
only had the ‘reflector’ now,'! but,he would be 
quiskly ‘feat upon,” and the meal would be 
flnishod in "peace. . 

We reached Manitoba House at 6:30 that 
ovening and camped just in front of the house 
of Mr, Martineau, the Indian agent there, 
end about one milo fromthe Hudeon Bay 
Company's Post, Which giyos the name tothe 
place. As tho boat wo had’ boon wailing in was 
not aot all safeit was dovided to follow Mr, 
Martinoan’s advice and romain here. until 
« better one could bo procured, so one 
of tho party waa ‘dispatched to “the 
post” to seo what could*bs’ got in the 
way of ‘aida ta eating,’ while the re 
maindor unloaded the boat, pitohed the tanta 
an@ prepared suppor. By the time the latter 
was roady D—— had roturned, bridging with 
him six cups and @ like number of spoons— 
all that could be gotifor love or money from 
the store.

The Barly History of Gas-Lighting. 


It hae been kuown for generations that 
sometimes cdal-seams yield a conbustible pow, ; 
In the neighborhood of Wigas, Hogland, dar- 
ing the latter part of the seventeonth contury, 
a Dr, Clayton observed gaw issuing from tho 
ground, and from the Philosophical Transas- 
tions for the yoar 1677 we leara that Mr. 
Shirloy made some experiments on the pro- 
daction of gas from coal, obtaining what he 
Gesoribes as ‘‘ black oil” Aud fn ‘ spirit,” ovis 
‘ently meaning coal tar and gay. Mach more 
astisfactory reports of similar exporiménts are 
given in the chomical essays of Dr. Watson, 
published during 1769, by whom, in the re- 
port of an experiment on thie aabjeo we ere 

1d that from nivety-nix oun(ca of Néwcsatle 
coal he obtained twelve ounces of water and 
gai-tar, twonty-eight ounces of “air” or gas, 
aud of coke fifty-six ouncis, A few years 
later Earl Dondonald tried experiments in gaa- 
lightitigatCulross Abbey. It appears, how ever 
that those experiments on the distillation of 
coal were made forthe production of tar, 
Tho Scotchman, William Murdock, jig, con- 
sidered the resl inventor of gas illuminating, 
I. 1792, he lit his workshop at Redratn, 
Corpwall; and in 1802, the first attempt on 
any thing like an extensive scale of illumina- 
tion was established at the manufactory of 
the renowned Boulton & “Watt, Soho, ‘near 
Birmingham, Whilo this was taking placein 
Fogland, and probably without any know- 
ledge of it, a Frenchman damed Lebon suc- 
ceeded in lighting’s house in Paris with ges. 
Other works followed the @xomple of Soho, a 
Manchester cotton mill being the next, in 
1804, In the year 1807, a German named 
Winson used gas to light Pall Mall, and five 
years after he originated the first gas com- 
pany, ‘The London and Westminister Char- 
tered Gas-Light and ; oke Company,” while 
the French did not adopt this method of 
public lighting until 1820.
